BUSINESS EXPANDING. 


Important Industries Si Starting Up and 
Wages Being Increased, 


Well Founded. 


Upward Tendency of Prices Continues In the 
Commercial! World. 


New York, June 1.—Reports to Brad- 
street’s from manufacturing industries at } 
75 cities east of the Rocky mountains show 
that more than 227 important manufactur- 
ing concerns started up between April 1! 
and a week ago, by reason of which 53,000 
employes have secured work. 

But the additional and significant fact 
is found in the report that wages of no 
fewer than 178,000 industrial employes 
have been advanced within this period an 
average of 10 per cent, of whom six- 
sevenths received the advance without | 
striking. 

The tendency of prices this week is again | 
upward, notably so for steel and iron, 
which are in better demand, despite higher 
prices, as are cereals and cotton and 
leather and shoes, which, with some other | 
staples, in all 16, close higher on the week. 

Coffee, sugar, flour, lumber, coal and} 
tin plates are firm at last week’s prices, | 
while declines in quotations are 1-16 cent 
for print cloths, petroleum 4 cents, Penn- 
sylvania tabacco at Philadelphia, and live 
cattle at Omaha and Kansas City. 

Wool continues in slow sale, interior 
prices being above what eastern manufac- 
turers are willing to pay. 

Cotton goods remain firm on _ the 
strength of cotton, but staple cottons 
move slowly, as operatives are still well 
supplied. | 

Woolen dress goods are quiet, but the 
mills are said to have a good number of or- 
ders for fall delivery. 

At the larger eastern cities the volume 
of business is slowly but steadily expand- 
ing now that summer weather has ap 
peared, and the improvement in the iron 
and steel industries has developed int 
buoyancy.

REMODEL CITY HALL, 


The Work Would Pay for Itself 


in Sixteen Years. 


The new court house for Quincy seems 
to bea thing of the past. While we do 
not approve of the City Council appropri- 
ating money for anything but absolute 
necessities, we do think that the rebuilding 
and extension of our City Hall should now 
be more thoroughly considered. 

The plan brought before the Council 
some time ago contemplated the extension 
of present building about 28 feet on the 
rear and extending 18 feet toward the 
street, 

In this extension arrangements were 
made for a police station on the first floor 
with ample accommodations for the de- 
mands of our growing city. The second 
floor provided fora court room 45 by 30 
feet with a room for clerk of court 12x18 
and a room for the judge 12x17, also a 
witness room 11x15. 

The total cost of remodeling the present 
building and building the extension was 
estimated at $20,000, this was based on 
bids submitted by builders in our city. If 
the bonds were issued to the amount of 
$20,000 at four per cent., $2,000 being paid 
each year, the total cost to the city would 
be $24,400. 

The expense to the city for outside ac- 
commodations at the present time amounts 
to $741 per year. This of course would be 
saved as all departments of the city govern- 
ment would be provided for in the new 
building. The amount thus saved for rent 
for 16 years would be $11,856. There 
seems to be no doubt but that the county 
commissioners would be willing to pay

for the 16 years, and together with the 
$11,856 amounts to $24,656, or the work 
would pay for itself in 16 years. 

The necessity of better accommodation 
at City Hall is apparent, and there is much 
space that is not utilized to advantage. 
Then the records should be more carefully 
protected. There is need of a better 
police station and it would be more eco- 
nomical to remodel City Hall than the old 
steamer house. Whether accommodations 
are provided for the court or not City Hall 
should be remodelled.

STRUCK FROM BEHIND. 


Body of Patrick Gallagher of Provi- 
dence Found In the Woods, 


Had Quarreled With Wife a 
Few Hours Previous. 


Three Young Men on Their Way Home Stum- 
bled Over the Corpse. 


PROVIDENCE, June 8.— Early Sunday 
morning three young men who were on 
their way home through a path that runs 
from Admiral street through the Corliss 
woods found the body of a man, who had 
evidently been struck down by a blow 
from behind. The body was three hours 
after identified as that of Patrick Galla- 
gher of this city, a melter at the Franklin 
iron foundry. 

The men who made the discovery were 
Robert Spencer, Michael Delahanty and 
John McCarthy. It was about 12:20 a. m. 
when they stumbled over the body. At first 
they thought it was a drunken man, and 
were about to shake him when they ob- 
served blood on the ground under his head. 
Then they hastened for a doctor. The 
police were notified, and the body was re- 
moved to Tanner’s vndertaking rooms. 

The body was not identified until about 
4 o'clock, when Mrs. Patrick Gallagher 
reported to the police of station 2 that her 
husband was missing. Mrs. Gallagher 
stated that her husband went to call ona 
sick friend Saturday afternoon and came 
home about 9 o’clock. He was angry be- 
cause his supper was not ready, and 
started off again. Mrs. Gallagher was 
taken to the undertaking rooms and 
identified the body as that of her husband. 

Ample Evidence of Murder. 

Medical Examiner Palmer held a post 
mortem examination yesterday and found 
a round bruise over the right eyebrow and 
another one under the eye. There was 
also a big lump back of the right ear, 
which had been caused by a blow. Dr. 
Palmer said death was due to violence. 
A blow had caused the rupture of a blood 
vessel and a clot at the base of the brain. 

The police are looking for several well- 
known characters from the North End 
who attended a picnic near where the body 
was found. On Thursday the Foresters 
held a picnic there, and their tents and 
fixtures were used Saturday by the 
Bachelors’ club. Gallagher attended the 
picnic Thursday and got into a row with 
several North End men. The latter also 
attended Saturday’s picnic, but all who at- 
tended Saturday did not see Gallagher 
there on that day. It was learned by the 
police that there was a light in one tent 
as late as 12 o'clock Saturday night, about 
20 minutes before the body of Gallagher 
was found, 

The last time Gallagher was seen alive 
by his friends was abut 9:39 o’clock Satur- 
day evening, at the corner of Polk street. 
He had two glasses of beer a few minutes 
before, but all his friends state that he was 
not a heayy drinker. He had his pipe in 
his mouth at the time, and it was found 
broken about 10 feet away from where the 
body was found. 

He leaves a widow, and a daughter, not 
yet 2 years old. He was 35 years of age, 
and had been married three years, 


Probably Crazy. 

GREENFIELD, Mass., June 3,—The towns- 
people are wondering as _ to the identity of 
@ man who has been seen wandering 
about on Rocky mountain and in the 
vicinity of Bears’ Den entirely nude. He 
was seen near the latter locality on Satur- 
day, and Saturday night shouts and cries 
were heard which are supposed to have 
come fromhim. Parties have been search- 
ing for him, but without success. He is 
supposed to be insane, 


Thought to Be With a Hartford Man. 


HARTFORD, June 38.— Mrs. Lizzie S. 
Tryon, wife of Frank E. Tryon of Burn- 
side, left her home May 2, taking all her 
clothing, jewelry, etc. She left a note 
stating that she had gone for good. Their 
married life was happy. Tryon believes 
that his wife joined a Hartford business 
man who left a month before. 


Body Found In the Woods. 

ROCKLAND, Mass., June 3.—The body of 
Mrs. James A. Munroe of this place was 
found in the woods yesterday. Mrs. Mun- 
roe disappeared from her home last Janu- 
ary while partially deranged, and no trace 
of her could be found, although at the 
time the ponds were dragged and the 
woods searched. 


Admits His Guilt. 

LYNN, June 3.—John Taswell, 25 years 
old, of this city, was arrested at Swamp- 
scott on a charge of incendiarism. He 
confessed that he fired a barn on the Fay 
estate and attempted to burn a house ad- 
joining on the night of May 22. No mo- 
tive is known for the act.

AN ERA OF PROSPERITY 


Has Superseded the Gloomy Forebod- 
ings of War In Nicaragua, 


Timely Evacuation of Corinto 
by the British 


Was the Means of Avoiding a Still Further 
Complicated Row. 


WASHINGTON, June 8.—Special corre 
spondence from Managua, under date 
of May 18, gives the following information: 

Mercantile and all other kinds of bust- 
ness in Nicaragua appear to have revived 
to their former activity since the evacua- 
tion of the island of Corinto by the Brit- 
ish, and many of the soldiers, volunteers 
and enlisted men in Nicaragua's army for 
defense against a British advance into her 
territory have returned to their usual oo- 
cupations. 

The government, however, is actively 
preparing to submit to arbitration al) 
questions atissue between Nicaragua and 
Great Britain that have arisen out of Nio- 
a@ragua’s successful efforts in 1898 and 
1894 to maintain her sovereignty over the 
Mosquito reservation. 

It is claimed by the irritated le 
here that Admiral Stephenson and sev- 
eral of his officers, when at Corinto, on 
April 23, just before they took armed poe- 
session of that port and island, publicly 
declared to many persons, among whom 
was W. T. Tisdale, a United States citi- 
zen and the agent for the Pacific Mail 
Steamship company, that the “Monroe 
doctrine, so often referred to in the 
United States press and by that people, is 
a myth that the United States would not 
and could not, if they desired, enforce,” 
and it is added that the British officers as- 
serted that the occupation of Corinto was 
intended to test the question. It should 
be said in conclusion, however, that it has 
been denied that there was any truth in 
the story that the British officers made 
such statements. 

A Narrow Escape. 

It is known that if the British had 
occupied Corinto a little longer than they 
did, they would have been able to capture 
a British steamer, the Debay, which ar- 
rived there on May 16, loaded with a 
full supply of modern and improved fleld 
artillery, rifles, equipments and ammuni- 
tion for about 5000 officers and soldiers of 
the Nicaraguan army, and Admiral Steph- 
enson would thus have been able to col- 
lect the £15,500 claimed by Great Britain 
as an indemnity from Nicaragua without 
any difficulty. 

Itis considered more than likely that 
Admiral Stephenson would have seized 
and detained the Debay until the indem- 
nity was paid, and therefore there is a 
great deal of rejoicing here at its escape, 
forit would have madean admirable substi- 
tute for the port and customs dues of 
Corinto, which the British admiral was 
prevented from collecting by the fact that 
the Nicaraguan government declared the 
port closed shortly after it was occupied 
by the British. 

Nobody here doubts that had the British 
admiral captured this supply of war ma- 
terial and satisfied Great Britain's claim 
against Nicaragua by its sale, that the act 
would have so thoroughly humiliated the 
present government of Nicaragua as te 
have caused its overthrow, at once, bye 
revolution among the people. It is not 
doubted that Admiral Stephenson could 
have taken possession of the Debay’s cargo, 
in spite of the fact that the steamer was 
under the British flag, as the war material 
was purchased in Germany, in 1894, by the 
present government of Nicaragua. 

People here insist that Great Britain 
was desirous of obtaining a ‘‘coaling sta- 
tion” on the island of Corinto and an- 
other ‘‘coaling station” on Corn island, 
near the Atlantic entrance to the proposed 
interoceanic canal through Nicaragua, 
and thus Great Britain would have been 
able to control both entrances of the pro- 
posed canal. 


Three Perished. 

HALIFAX, June 3.—Brig Reaper, bound 
to Bay Chaleur from Jersey, with salt and 
general cargo, was lost near Channel, 
N. F., during a dense fog. The chief 
officer and three seamen were saved. Cap- 
tain Gibb, two seamen and a passenger 
were drowned. Nothing whatever was 
sayed. 

Solid For McKinley. 

YounestowN, O., June 3.—Judge Lewis 
W. King, who belongs to the Foraker fac- 
tion in this state, states that the Ohio del- 
egation to the national Republican con- 
vention will be solid for McKinley forthe 
presidency. He says there is no quarrel 
between McKinley and Foraker. 


As Usual. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, June 3.—The sultan 
has expressed to the English, French and 
Russian ambassadors here his profound 
regret at the Jeddah outrage, and says that 
the offenders will be punished. It is 
feared that it will be difficult to discover 
the real offenders. 


No Robbery. 

LEADVILLE, June 3.—The sensational re- 
port of the wrecking by thieves of a train 
onthe Denver and Rio Grande railroad, 
near Buena Vista, for the purpose of rob- 
bing the passengers, was untrue, the only 
basis for it being a slight accident to the 
train. 


Labor Turmoil at Buffalo. 
BUFFALO, June 3.—The union plumbers, 
gas and steam fitters of this city, to the 
number of about 800, struck today. The 
men are receiving $2.50 to $2.75 a day for 
nine hours’ work. They want $3 a day 
and eight hours to constitute a day’s labor.

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The Awful Fate Which Overtook Nellie 
Harrington at San Francisco, 


Strong Suspicion Against an 
Ex-State Senator. 


Met With a Fatal Accident When Police Asked 
Him to Explain. 


San Francisco, June 3.—This city is 
again startled by a most brutal and shock- 
ing murder o& awoman. The crime ex- 
ceeds in atrocity the mutilation of Minnie 
Williams in Emanuel church. 

The victim was Miss Nellie Harrington, 
aged about 35. She wae killed in the bed- 
room of her home at 1017 Ellis street, Satur- 
day afternoon. After murdering the 
woman, the murderer set fire to her cloth- 
ing and to the furnitureinthe room. The 
murder was discovered by Mrs. J. G. 
Kellogg, who Syed in the house with Miss 
Harrington. 

Other occupants of the house told the 
police of an elderly man who called fre- 
quently on Miss Harrington and who took 
her out driving. In the murdered 
woman’s room was found a photograph of 
ex-State Senator L. W. Buck, one of the 
most prominent fruit growers of the state. 
The people of the house identified the 
picture of Buck as that of the man who 
called to see Miss Harringlon. 

The police went to Senator Buck’s house 
in Oakland and requested him to come to 
San Francisco and tell what he knew of 
the case. Mr. Buck started to drive to the 
station, but on the way was thrown from 
his buggy and seriously injured. He is 
suffering from concussion of the brain. 

A young Japanese who had engaged a 
room in the house has been detained. 
pending an investigation, but it is not be- 
lieved he had anything to ® with the 
murder, 

Buck’s Days Numbered. 

Ex-Senator Buck's physicians said last 
night that the injured man could not possi- 
bly survive, and his death is only a ques- 
tion of afew hours. When he fell from 
the buggy, Mr. Buck struck the ground 
on his head, fracturing his skull. 

While the police will not say definitely 
that they suspect Senator Buck of the 
murder, their actions lead to the belief 
that they think he knows something 
about it. Buck was a constant caller on 
Miss Harrington, and is said to have taken 
her driving and to several resorts. The 
police say the murder was committed] - 
someone intimately acquainted with Miss 
Harrington and her habits. 

Whoever committed the murder let 
himself in at the front door with a key. 
If Miss Harrington let the man in, it was, 
undoubtedly, some one with whom she 
was on intimate terms. She was only 
partly dressed when the murder was com- 
mitted. The police searched through the 
papers found in the room in the hope of 
finding some clew. When asked what the 
result of the search had been, Captain 
Lees said that he had found eertain evi- 
dence which he could not make public at 
this time. 

Owing to Buck’s prominence and the 
tragic fate that befell him before he had 
an opportunity to clear himself of sus- 
picion which had grown up against him, 
or explain his connection with Miss Har- 
rington, the murder has created a sensa- 
tion only exceeded by the Emanuel church 
murders of a few weeks ago. 


Medicine Valley Inundated. 

Curtis, Neb., June 8.—The bursting of 
the Curtis lake here has greatly menaced 
property and loss of lifein Medicine Val- 
ley. The grade is torn up, freight cars 
are strewn along the Medicine bottom, the 
fine roller mills are ruined, Curtis lake is 
nearly empty anda flood of water is run- 
ning down Medicine Valley, carrying de- 
struction in its mad rush. The fine al- 
falfa meadows, just below the city, are 
ruined, and homes all along the valley are 
destroyed. 

A Dry City. 

ATLANTA, June 3.—This city suffered 
yesterday from the worst water famine in 
its history. The big water main, carrying 
the city’s entire supply, » ke, and since 
then the pipes have been « Hotels and 
other large consumers hauled water in im- 
provised carts. The city was left com- 
pletely without fire protection.

WASHINGTON, June 8.—A telegram from 
Boston says that Eugene Bayens, who, 
together with Ida Lewis and her alleged 
brother, swindled the people of Washing- 
ton out of several thousand dollars on 
bogus cigar certificates, is wanted in Bos- 
ton for swindling operations. Bayens es- 
caped, and is still at large. 


The Colima Foundered. 

CoLon, June 3.—Advices as to the man- 
ner of the wreck of the steamship Colima 
say that aheavy sea struck her, and the 
large deckload of lumber and cargo shifted, 
the vessel being overturned. Bad stowage 
is reported to be the cause of the disaster.

FATAL DOMESTIC ROW. 


Aged John Cunniff Was Not on Good 
Terms With His Daughter. 


Husband Finally Compelled to 
Take a Hand. 


As a Result He Is Now Locked Up on a 
Charge of Murder. 


Boston, June 4.—John Cunniff, 65 years 
old, was Killed during a family quarrel at 
his home, 17 Clifton street, Roxbury dis- 
trict, about 7:30 o’clock last night. His 
son-in-law, William D. Ricker, is locked 
up charged with murder, and his wife and 
her brother, John Cunniff, are held as 
witnesses. 

John Cunniff, the victim, boarded at 17 
Clifton street with his son-in-law, Ricker. 
The family have had frequent quarrels, 
and Sunday night the police were called 
in to quell a disturbance between Cunniff 
and his daughter. The woman was badly 
used up at the time, one of hereyes having 
been closed and her face cut. 

Yesterday morning the Rickers ordered 
Cunniff out of the house, and his daughter 
Went to station 9 and had a warrant sworn 
out, charging him with assault and bat- 
tery. Cunniff also called at station 9 and 
asked for a warrant for the arrest of his 
daughter, but it was not granted. 

About supper time, Cunniff calledfat 
the house of his son, Peter Cunniff, 101 
Cabot street, and said he wanted him to 
accompany him home, as he expected 
trouble. They 

Were Refused Admittance 

by Ricker and his wife, and the Cunniffs 
forced an entrance. A row immediately 
started, and the elder Cunniff began in 
assault on Ricker on the second floor. 
Ricker’s wife Mary had joined in and at- 
| tempted to stop her brother Peter from 
| taking part. The furniture was smashed 
and dishes broken in the melee. 

Finally, the elder Ricker and Cunniff 
reached the stairway, where Cunniff 
threw his son-in-law. At this point it is 
supposed Ricker plunged the blade of a 
pocketknife he held in his hand into the 
neck of his father-in-law. The latter re- 
leased his hold and staggered toward the 
front door, blood pouring from the wound 
in streams, Ricker endeavored to stop the 
flow, and led Cunniff to the sidewalk. 
Neighbors notified Drs. Finn and Murphy, 
and when they reached the scene, about 20 
minute after the stabbing, Cunniff wa. 
breathing his last. 

The younger Cunniff threatened Ricker 
| and the latter made his escape, but was 
| afterward captured. He admitted that 
| the knife found on him, and which was 

covered with blood, If

was his, and said: “If 

I did it, I did it with that knife and in self- 

defense.” 

Ricker's two children, a boy aged 7 and 
| egirls years old, were witnesses of the 
row. The little girl’s dress was covered 
with blood from Cunniff’s wound. 

Ricker is a carpenter by trade, and 
weighs 220 pounds. It was found that 
Cunniff’s jugular vein had been severed.

Evening to 


THE METROPOLITAN SYSTEM. 


And Other Means of Increasing the 
Supply of Water. 


Those present at the meeting of the City 
Council Monday evening were carried back 
to the old town meeting days and its dis- 
cussions. One heard from many of the 
same orators and there were flings at the 
‘“wisdom corner.” All the Councilmen 
were present, and also Mayor Hodges and 
most of the department officials, and for 
nearly four hours water was the theme, in 
the discussion of which all citizens were 
invited to participate. All the speakers 
were cross-examined at length and in very 
many cases their arguments did not hold 
water. When all had been said it was too 
late to take any action, and it was laid 
upon the table. The plans for the new 
schoolhouses were also heard from and an 
order was given one reading without dis- 
cussion, There was some other business, 
which is all reported below. 

More Water Wanted. 


Mayor Hodges forwarded a communi- 
cation of the Water Commissioners as to 
the inadequacy of our water supply, and 
urging that immediate action be taken. 
This was referred without debate to the 
Committee on Water Supply. 

Chairman Pattee of the Water Board 
followed this up with a communication en- 
closing the estimate of Engineer Tidd as to 
the cost of new reservoirs to enlarge our 
present water supply. He estimated the 
cost and capacity of new reservoirs as fol- 
lows: 


Basin No. 2, to take the overflow of 
present reservoir, capacity 320,000 gallons 
per day, cost $54,894, 

Basin No, 1, near present reservoir, to be 
fed from the Blue Hill river, capaciiy 
3,800,000 gallons per day, cost $223,309. 

Basin No. 3, on Blue Hill river, dam 
located above outlet at Braintree Great 
Pond, capacity 965,000 gallons per day 
including water from Ponkapoag pond ; 
cost $610,206. 

Total daily capacity 6,105,000 gallons ; 
cost $888,280, exclusive of land and 
damages. 

Councilman Adams moved to suspend 
rules that the matter might be considered 
now.

FIRES ONWARD MARCH ye 


Has Created Havoc In a Portion of 
Northwestern Pennsylvania. 


Sun-Baked Forests Are Being 
Swept Away. 


Oil Property, Lumber Camps and Possibly 
Human Lives Destroyed. 


Kane, Pa., June 4.—The locomotive of 
a lumber railroad set fire to the woods 
near Hunter’s Run, asmall settlement. A 
high wind was blowing, and the flames 
could not be cheoked. The fire burned 
over about five square miles of timber. 
The fire is spreading to West Kane very 
rapidly, and people are moving out of their 
homes, Five of the oil well rigs have just 
been swept by the fire. Great damage 
will be done. 

At West Line a fire broke out Saturda; 
afternoon. A force of men fought its ad- 
vances all night with considerable success, 
but a brisk wind gave energy to the 
smoldering embers and caused them to 
start up again with redoubled fury. A 
large house was consumed. E. K. Kane 
lost several thousand feet of logs and & 
Buffalo firm are also heavy losers. B. F. 
Hazelton lost a skidway of logs and sev- 
eral hundred cords of wood at Hazelhurst. 

At Ormsby the forests are on fire. At 
Dent and at McAmbley’s the woods are 
burning. At the former place the Emery 
Oil company has been fighting the fire to 
protect its property. At the latter place 
acarcely anything is left to be devoured, 
except a few houses that comprise the 
village. 

The east hill at Log Hollow is a moun- 
tain of fire. Oaptain Jones has lost two 
rigs and more property isin danger. Late 
yesterday afternoon the fire again crossed 
the creek at Log Hollow. The Load Pump 
station of the United States line, a 26,000 
barrel tank and a 600 barrel tank, filled 
with oil, are in immediate danger. 

Just south of the city, the swamp for a 
mile and a half ison fire. At Knapp’s 
Creek, near the New York state line, the 
fire is burning fiercely and many oil rigs 
are destroyed. The lines of the Postal 
Telegraph company between here and 
Olean have been burned down for a con- 
siderable distance. 

Telephone messages state that fire is 
raging in the oil field near here, and great 
damage has beendone. At the state line, 
on the Western New York and Pennsyl- 
vania railroad, seven dwellings, together 
with their contents and a large amount of 
lumber, have been consumed. A lumber 
camp, composed of seven dwellings at Oil 
Valley Junction, was destroyed, together 
with thousands of dollars’ worth of lumber. 

Covers Wide Territory, 

The fire may now be said to extend over 
the entire northeastern oil fleld of Penn- 
sylvania. It is impossible to give the loss, 
but it will run into the millions, nor can 
the number of deaths be given on account 
of the great scope of country which the 
fire covers. 

Telephone wires have also suffered 
greatly, and for this reason information 
from small towns and lumber camps as to 
the extent of the damage cannot be ascer- 
tained. 

Coon Run has been wiped out. There 
were about 20 dwelling houses in the place. 
Five or six of these had been reported de- 
stroyed when the telegraph office caught 
fire and the operator was driven from his 
post. The inhabitants fled for their lives. 

Forty-six oil well rigs at Coon Run and 
Russell City were consumed by the flames. 
Thirteen rigs were burned in the immedi- 
ate vicinity of Kane. Every available man 
is at work fighting the fires in all direc- 
tions. 

Later information from Coon Run states 
that six or seven pumpers are missing. It 
cannot be ascertained whether they have 
lost their lives in the flames or sought a 
place of refuge. On account of the fire, 
people cannot get within a mile of the site 
of Coon Run. 

Just south of Bradford a fire is raging at 
Rutherford Run. The Rock Glycerine 
company’s magazine, containing 600 
pounds of explosive, is almost surrounded 
by fire, and it is feared will be destroyed 
before the flames can be checked. 

The city is being scoured for men to 
fight fire in various parts of the local oil 
fields. Fifty cents to $1 an hour is being 
offered for the work. 


Maine Hero Honored. 

WASHINGTON, June 4.—By direction of 
the president, a medal of honor was 
awarded George H. Littlefield, late cor- 
poral company G, First Maine volunteers, 
for gallantry in action at Fort Fisher, Va., 
March 25, 1865. The soldier honored seized 
the regimental colors and advanced with 
them after the color-bearer had been shot. 


Son Probably Innocent. 

MINNEAPOLIS, June 4.—Evidence pre- 
sented at the Elias inquest yesterday went 
far toward clearing Loren Elias, the weak- 
minded son, from the suspicion that he was 
the murderer of his mother and sister, it 
being shown that Mrs. Elias had bought a 
44-caliber revolver. The police now be- 
lieve Loren innocent. 


Six Men Struck. 

READING, Pa. June 4.— During a 
thunder storm at Plowville two men were 
killed by lightning. Four others were 
stunned. The men were on the porch of 
the Plow tavern. The bolt entered the 
roof and went thence to the barroom and 
through the open door to the porch,

MADRID, June 4.—Captain General of 
Madrid Primo Rivera was shot and killed 
by Major Clarijo, an infantry officer, in 
his office, without a moment's warning.

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MENTAL INCAPACITY 


The Grounds Upon Which Archbishop Kenrick 
Has Been Deposed. 

ST. Louis, June 4.—A cablegram an. 
nouncing Archbishop Kenrick’s deposition 
and the appointment of Most Rev. John 
J. Kain, archbishop of Oxrynichus, “in 
partibus infidelium,’”’ as the new arch- 


| bishop of St. Louis, was publicly read dur- 
| ing solemn Pentecost services at the ca 


thedral. The cablegram stated that the 


| action had been taken at a meeting held 
| on May 21. 


The effect of the decision was to effect- 
ually retire Archbishop Kenrick from all 
rights, titles and privileges obtaining to 
the archbishopric of St. Louis. 

The deposition of Archbishop Kenrick 
is the result of a petition to the propa- 


| ganda, setting forth his mental incapacity 


Se 


and the dangerous condition of the busi- 
ness affairs of the diocese. 

The situation was intolerable from a 
business standpoint, and Archbishop Kain 
was forced to appeal for help to Rome. 
As aresult of the petition the propaganda 
commissioned Archbishop Ryan of Phila- 
delphia, who knew the old archbishop and 
shared his affection, to come to St. Louis 
and report on his mental condition. 

The archbishop of Philadelphia came 
here a month ago and tried to get his 
venerable superior to so adjust his affairs 
that his retirement could be avoided. But 
the old archbishop was stubborn, and re- 


fused to make a will or to transfer his: 


trusteeship of church property to his suc- 
cessor. There was nothing for Archbishop 
Ryan to do but report to Rome that the 
archbishop was unfit to conduct the affairs 
of the diocese.

COMMERCIAL BENEFITS 


Derived by Japan In the Recent Treaty Negoti- 
ated With China. 


WASHINGTON, June 5.—Minister Denby 
has furnished the state department a syn- 
opsis of the treaty of peace between 
China and Japan. The commercial pro- 
visions are as follows: 

A new treaty of commerce to be made 
immediately after this treaty is ratified. 
Until that treaty is made, Japanese to 
have favored nation treatment. Six 
months from the date of the present 
treaty, April 17, the following concessions 
to take effect: 

First—The following ports to be opened 
to Japanese trade, residence, industries 
and manufactories: Sha-Shih in Hapei, 
Chung-King in Szechuan, Suchow in 
Kiang-Su, Hong-Chow in Che-Kiang. 

Second—Steam navigation on the upper 
Yang-Tze river, from Ichung to Chung- 
King, and on Woosung river and the canal 
from Shanghai to Suchow and Hong- 
Chow. 

Third—Japanese may rent or hire ware- 
houses for storage of goods in interior 
China free of taxes or exactions. 

Fourth—Japanese may engage in man- 
ufacturing and may import machinery at 
all open ports.

TURKEY HOLDS BACK. . 


Unwilling to Grant Reforms Asked 
For by the Powers, 


Armenia May Yet Be Severed 
From the Empire. 


' 


Outline of Demands Made by British, French 
and Russian Nations. 


LonpoN, June 6.—The correspondent 
of The Standard at Constantinople tele- 
graphs as follows: I learn from a trust- 
worthy source that the reply of the porte 
to the British, French and Russian notes 
in reference to reforms in Armenia rejects 
the proposal to appoint a high commis- 
sioner in Armenia and a mixed commis- 
sion, and proposes that merely to apply 
the reforms provided for in the old Aris- 
tarchi code, which has been nominally in 
force during the last half century. The 
reply also grants amnesty to all Arme- 
nians who have been implicated in recent 
events in Armenia, 

Inan editorial article commenting on the 
foregoing dispatch from Constantinople, 
The Standard suggests that the rejection 
of the scheme proposed by the powers isa 
device for the purpose of gaining time. 
The sultan, it says, must make his choice. 
He must accept the reforms proposed or 
see Armenia severed from his empire. 

Despite the statement of the porte that 
the presence cf the 17 British warships at 
Beyrout has no significance, it is yet quite 
possible that England anticipated the re- 
jection of the Armenian proposals and in- 
tended the squadron as a threat to the sul- 
tan. According to the aboye dispatch he 
did not seare. 

What Was Demanded, 

The reforms demanded in the notes sent 
to the porte by England, France and Rus- 
sia are applicable to the administrative, 
financial and judicial systems of Armenia. 
In the six vilayets of Van, Erzeroum, 
Sivas, Bitlis, Kharput and Trebizond the 
governors are to be Mohammedan or Chris- 
tian, according to the majority of the 
people; but the vice governor shall be of 
the minority faith. 

The boundaries of subordinate districts 
are so to be adjusted as to group together 
people of the same faith as far as possible. 
‘The taxes are not, to be collected by sol- 
diers or treasury agents, but are to be col- 
lected by municipal agents in accordance 
with a general rate determined by the pro- 
vinclui council. 

Each communal treasury shall retain 
what is needed for local expenses and send 
the remainder to the district treasury; it 
shall in like manner send its surplus to 
the department treasury; it in turn to the 
provincial treasury; and it, finally, to 
Constantinople. In every particular this 
tax system will be the exact reverse of 
that now in force. In judicial matters re- 
forms are equally sweeping. 

The whole court system is to be reor- 
ganized. Arrests are to be made only on 
due warrant, and prompt trial must 
follow, with immediate release in case of 
acquittal. Judges are to bo Mohammedan 
and Christian in proportion to the popula- 
tion, and so are the police to be. The 
Kurds are no longer to bear arms, except 
in time of drill and review and in actual 
war. 

Finally, to see that these reforms are ex- 
ecuted, there is to be a high commissioner 
for Armenia, with whom shall be associ- 
ated a joint commission appointed by the 
powers. 

K ntuckians In Line, 

LOUISVILLE, June 5.—The Republican 
state convention meets here to-day. The 
state committee selected Judge Denny of 
Lexington, who is contesting with Colonel 
Owens the former seat of Breckinridge, as 
temporary chairman. No opposition has 
developed to Colonel W. C. Bradley for 
governor. Itis conceded that the conven- 
tion will denounce the free coinage of 
silver, favor a gold standard of value and 
reaffirm the national tariff plank of 1892. 


Cuban “Battles.” 


HAVANA, June 5.—Major Arminan en- 
countered a band of insurgents at Enterel. 
The enemy retreated, and left 15 horses in 
the hands of the troops. Major Terreira 
also encountered a band of insurgents. A 
skirmish followed, and the insurgents ran 
away, leaving three dead, a quantity of 
arms and five horses behind them. The 
insurgent band commanded by Maceo has 
burned the yillage of Sevilla, near the 
mines of Juragua, Santiago de Cuba. 


Still In a Flurry. 

Sr. Joun’s, N. F., June 5.—Another ad- 
journment of the legislature yesterday oc- 
casioned uneasiness among the public, and 
especially as the newspapers publish press 
clippings tending to show that certain 
legal points are required to be proved before 
the loan negotiations can be concluded. 
The legislature may not proceed to busi- 
ness until after Colonial Secretary Bond’s 
return from England. 


Zimmy Changes His Mind. 

FREEHOLD, N. J., June 5.—Zimmer- 
man’s manager, Joseph McDermott, in- 
formed Editor Morgan of The American 
Wheelman here last night that Zimmer- 
man was ready to meet Johnson at As- 
bury Park during the League of American 
Wheelmen tournamentin July for $5000 
a side, and no less, money to be posted im- 
mediately.

Granite News. 


The Memérial rush is over and some of 
the yards have already reduced their forces. 
There is generally a slight lull in active 
business for a week or two succeding that 
day, and it is hoped that the present is 
but the usual momentary breathing spell. 

Most of the Quincy yards closed on 
Saturday afternoon last, and propose to 
continue for at least the summer months. 
The first day of the change was so hot, 
that even the opponents of the half 
holiday were not disposed to seriously 
resent the cessation of work, 

The blacksmiths’ price list has at last 
been finally agreed upon. Piece men here- 
after shall be paid at the rate of 23 cents 
per man instead of 25 cents as has hither- 
to been paid. This settlement is not 
considered by the blacksmiths interested 
as being quite so favorable as the one 
reached a few months ago, but the negotia- 
tions have dragged along so slowly that 
any reasonably fair proposition was 
welcomed, 

A singular case in connection with the 
monumental industry was ventilated in 
one of the Boston morning papers of 
Saturday last. Some time ago Swithin 
Bros. of Granite street put up a monument 
in Calvary Cemetery to the memory of 
Michael Bergin who was described in the

The monument had been 
subscribed for by the widow in conjunction 
with five of the other relatives of her late 
husband, each contributing a sixth part of 
the cost. In due time Mrs, Bergin re- 
married which so incensed her former 
husbands relatives that they determined to 
wipe from the monument the reference to 
Mr. Bergin as being the beloved husband 
of Mary A. The firm that originally cut 
and erected the monument having refused 
to make the alterations without the former 
widow’s consent, another local dealer was 
procured who forthwith made the 
necessary changes. The result of these 
peculiar complications is, that a warrant 
has been issued for the arrest of Patrick 
Bergin, one of the principal relatives of 
the deceased, for the removal and muti- 
lation of a monument erected in a public 
burying place.

Searching parties have been sent 
from Los Angeles, and every county seat 
in the state has been alarmed. Telegrams 
have been sent to New Mexico and Ari- 
zona, where it is known he owned mining 
property, in hopes of securing some news 
of the general. 

A reporter visited the residence of Mrs. 
Rollins last evening. She said that she 
had not received a le *tter from her husband 
fora long time, and she had become s« 
alarmed she had made inquiries of friends 
in Los Angeles of him. She further said: 
“Ihave not given up hopes of his being 
alive, if not well. There have lx 
since my return seven 
have not received a letter 
much longer period. 

“Since he has been in the west he has 
engaged extensively in the mining busi 
ness, purchasing a mine and selling it out 
if he could get his figure. 
has been on the move most all the time 
since I came home. I shall not beli eve 
that he has been murdered until I receive 
the best of evidence that such 
I do not think that there is 
alarm me yet.”

The Lost Child Has Been Found by 
Police. 


ABSENT FROM HOME TWO DAYS. 


Unable to Tell How She Reached 
the Hub. 


Word was received this morning from 
police heacquarters, Boston, that a girl 
giving her name as Margaret Fitz, had 
been found in Boston and was at head- 
quarters. Immediately upon receiving 
word, the girl’s parents were notified and 
Officer Hanson started for Boston to bring 
her home, 

All day Wednesday search was kept up 
in the hopes of finding the missing girl. 
All of the neighboring towns were visited 
and the police of Boston and other cities 
were notified and given a description of the 
girl. 

Although diligent search was made the 
only thing found was a fresh footprint in 
the soft earth near the pumping station, 
and as the print was a small one it was 
though it might possibly be that of the 
missing girl. 

Nothing else was found and at night 
fall the search was abandoned until this 
morning. 

The call on the fire alarm Wednesday 
afternoon was a puzzler, as but few knew 
anything about the new signal and as a 
result there were many opinions as to 
what box had been puiled. 

The call members of the fire depart- 
ment were also puzzled and many of them 
could be seen standing on the streets not 
knowing which way to turn. 

As four blows three times is the militia 
call, some of the members of Co. K started 
for their uniforms. The similarity of the 
signals is another argument for a different 
lost child signal, and the suggestion of the 
LEDGER Wednesday meets with favor. 

Officer Hanson arrived in Quincy at 
10.33 this morning having the missing 
child in charge. It seems that she was 
found by officers connected with Station 4 
wandering about the streets Tuesday night 
about 11.30, and she was taken to the 
Chardon Street Home, where she has been 
ever since, 

When asked how she got in Boston she 
did not know. She said that she started 
for home after seeing the procession but 
did not know the way, and it is presumed 
that she got lost and kept on walking 
until found. 

It is not surprising that the child was 
lost as her parents say that she had never 
been west of the Coddington school, and 
the supposition is that she was too 
frightened to tell where sbe belonged. 
The name she gave the authorities in 
Boston was Margaret Fitz. 

Her father met her at the depot on the 
arrival of the train and was overjoyed at 
finding her safe and sound, and  im- 
mediately took her home. 

Walter Bevin, aged about 8 years, who 
is better known about town as ‘‘ Ikey 
Pikey,’’ was also reported Wednesday to 
have gone off with the circus, but he turned 
up safe and sound that afternoon about 5 
o'clock, bnt would not tell where he had 
been, although he said he had not been 
with the circus, This story is, however, 
discredited as he is reported to have been 
seen at the Union station in Boston early 
Wednesday morning.

Endorsed by Kentucky Republicans as the On!y 
Safe Currency. 

LOUISVILLE, June 6.—The Republican 
state convention convened yesterday after- 
noon at the Auditorium, seating 5000 
people, and filling the place to its ca- 
pacity. J. W. Yoekes made a speech on 
the existing conditions in Kentucky, and 
introduced as temporary chairman Judge 
Denny. After Judge Denny’s speech, the 
usual committees were appointed. 

Congressman Walter Evans offered a 
strong resolution fora gold standard. It 
was referred tothe committee on resolu- 
tions. An invitation to appoint delegates 
to the free coinage convention at Memphis 
was tabled. 

Congressman Eyans was made _per- 
manent chairman and Samuel J. Roberts 
secretary. 

The platform, as adopted, was in sub- 
stance as follows: Weare opposed to the 
free and unlimited coinage of silver, be- 
lieving that it would involve the country 
in financial ruin. We believe in a sound 
currency, and in the use of both gold and 
silver for coinage, provided always that a 
dollar in one is made principally as valu- 
able as adollar in the other. We favora 
tariff so regulated as to protect the inter- 
ests of all classes of our citizens upon arth | 
cles that may be successfully manufac: | 
tured or produced in this country, ara 
insuring good wages to the laborer and a 
home market to the producer, and in con: 
nection with this we favor the re-estab- 
lishment of the doctrine of reciprocity. 
We believe that such a system will defray 
every governmental expense, gradually 
liquidate all indebtedness, restore public 
confidence and relegate to the rear the un- 
due excitement now prevailing concerning 
the currency. In view of the past financial 
history of the Democratic party, its devotion 
to the old state bank system and wildcat 
tendency, we affirm that the Republican 
party can be more safely trusted to 
regulate the financial system of the na 
tion. We favor an American policy 
which will protect Americans and Am- 
erican interests in any part of the world 
at all hazards, and will sympathize 
strongly with republican nations rather 
than ignorant monarchies.

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WAS POORLY GUARDED 


Granite State Treasury Relieved ot 
Quite a Snug Little Sum. 


Job Accomplished by Picking 
an Old Lock. 


Officials Were at Dinner and Burglars Had It 
All Their Own Way. 


ConcorD, N. H., June 6.—The vault of 
the state treasury was robbed of cash and 
securities amounting, according to Treas- 
urer Carter's latest estimate, to $5429.66. 

The robbery is laid at the door of two 
strangers who were seen about the build- 
ing on Saturday, who in some as yet un- 
explained manner secured, by an interest- 
ing combination of circumstances, pos- 
gession of the key to the vault and a 
knowledge of the working of the lock. 

The treasurer and his assistant were at 
dinner at the time of the robbery, and the 
three watchmen were all temporarily ab- 
sent from the building. The door of the 
treasury office is protected by an old lock, 
probably made 50 years or more ago, which 
it is claimed could be opened by a few 
minutes prying with a nail. The key of 
the vault which contained the safe was 
hanging in a convenient place, and it 
would seem that the robbers had little 
trouble im accomplishing their work. The 
safe has one of the improved combination 
locks, but itis not kept locked in the day 
time. 

It is evident that the burglars, having 
provided themselves with a nail, waited 
until the treasurer and watchmen had 
left the building, and then opened the 
various unprotected doors, took all there 
was and 

Left on an Early Train. 

So much time was spent in searching for 
the missing keys and in picking the locks, 
which the thieves had sprung before leav- 
ing, that the robbers had about two days’ 
start before the case was placed in the 
hands of the police, and the chances of 
catching them are generally considered 
very remote. The treasurer says that the 
state will not be embarrassed. 

State Treasurer Carter says that aftera 
thorough examination of the vaults, 
$5429.66 is known to be missing. Of this 
$2044.16isin a certificate of deposit pay- 
able to the order of the treasurer, of which 
payment has been stopped. This reduces 
the apparent net loss to $3385.50. In this 
are included two §500 bonds, one $1000 
bond and $1300 in currency certificates. 
The remainder was in currency and cash 
items. There were also in the box certain 
old title deeds, which are valueless. 

In Colonel Carter's private box, which 
was also taken, were insurance policies 
and three savings bank books belonging 
to his daughters, on which payment has 
been stopped. 

That the burglars acted hastily is shown 
by the fact that over $10,000 in 
mortgages and other securities was left in 
the vault from which three tin trunks 
were taken. 

The Harrington Murder. 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 6.—The Evening 
Post states that the entire detective force 
of this city is convinced that Senator Buck 
struck the blow which killed Nellie Har- 
rington. The conclusions of the police are 
said to be based on the contents of a num- 
ber of letters from Buck to Miss Harring- 
ton, which show an even greater degree of 
intimacy between them than at first sup- 
posed. The most unfortunate feature of 
the police theory is that the accused man 
is dead, and no testimony can be offered 
in reply to the police suspicions.

He Isn't Crazy. 

Lonpon, June 6.—The Morning denies 
the report that Oscar Wilde is insane, and 
claims that he has never been confined in 
a padded room.

The sultan 
came into notoriety in 1893 through a 
breach of promise suit brought against 
him in London under the name of ‘Mr. 
Albert Baker’ by a Miss Jenny Mitchell. 
The sultan won his suit on the ground 
that he was a reigning sovereign, and, 
therefore, the English courts had no juris- 
diction over him. 

Forced to Yield. 

MASSILLON, O., June 6.—The miners of 
Massillon have voted to accept the new 
scale of 51 cents, under protest, and at the 
same time ask Governor McKinley for 
help, on the ground that they are now 
physically weak from long destitution, and 
by the new rate they cannot supply them- 
selves with the necessities of life, even by 
steady work.

Express Their Views In a Convention at IHinois’ 
Capital. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ills., June 6.—Many dele 
gates came to the Democratic silver con- 
Secretary of State Hinrichsen, 
of his office chairman of the 
committee, called the 


vention.

Democratic state 
meeting to order. 

The reasons, he said, for calling the con 
vention so early were to forestall the action 
of the national silver party, which was 
preparing to launch a boom which would 
have carried away many good Democrats 
in this and other states, and also to open 
up the question for discussion long enough 
before the meeting of the national conven- 
tion in 1896 to prevent a hopeless split in 
the party. 

In the course of an address, W. J. Bryan 
of Nebraska said: “In 1896 the people of 
the United States will be called upon te 
decide whether the influence of this nation 
shall be cast on the side of bimetallism or 
in favor of a universal gold standard. All 
admit that the question is the greatest 
economic question which has come before 
the people of the United States during the 
present generation, if not, in fact, during 
the present century, 

Mr. Bryan thought that if the restora 
tion of silver was imperative, the means 
are important, and that if it is restored at 
all it must be restored at the present legal 
ratio of 16 to 1. 

A committee was sent out to conduct 
Governor Altgeld to the hall. The gov- 
ernor’s appearance was the cue for the 
noisiest demonstration of the day. 

The governor, in substance, said: “Why 
have you left your various labors to come 
here? It is because you have felt that the 
time has come when you must again 
make a declaration of principles; again 
make a stand for the tenets of Democracy 

“We must raise the purchasing powei 
of the produce of the great masses of the 
country. Honesty and justice demand 
that this country go back to the principles 
in vogue when prosperity ruled. 

“The Democratic party is under obliga 
tion to right the wrongs of the people. The 
Republicans believe it is the business of 
the government to enrich the rich people, 
and let them throw a few bones to the 
poor.”

MILLS GAINING HELP, 


Olneyville Strikers Are Accepting the 
Terms of Employers, 


Details of Police Preserving 
the Peace. 


One of the Strike Leaders Likely to Be In- 
dicted For Conspiracy. 


PROVIDENCE, June 7.—Things were more 
than usually quiet at Olneyville yesterday, 
and a detail of police surrounded the 
Olneyville mills, The people have begun 
to realize that the police will not let them 
go within a block of the mills, so a few 
gathered in private yards, from which 
they were later driven, after the police had 
consulted with the owners. Manufac- 
turers report steady gains in operatives re- 
turning to work. 

The manufacturers report steady gains 
in the number of operatives returning to 
work. Atthe Riverside mills 175 of the 
326 looms are running, and during the day 
560 operatives went in. The superintendent 
said he understood the sewing girls would 
be in Monday, and he will wait until that 
time to see if they would return. If they 
do not, the work will be sent to Blackstone, 
where the company controls a big mill and 
where help is plenty. 

At the Weybossett mill the gain is 20, 
making 220 operatives working. The 
superintendent says that work is running 
smoothly and would be satisfactory if the 
loomfixer emergency was provided for. He 
understands this will be straightened out 
Monday. 

It is stated that 700 are working at the 
Saranac mills, but only 40 looms are run- 
ning in the Fletcher combination. The 
strikers claim that looms in the mills are 
being run by help from other depart- 


ments. The superintendent claims the 
weavers have returned, and believes he 
will be 


Able to Keep The Mills Running. 

Until yesterday not a loom has been in 
operation at either the Providence, Na- 
tional or Saranac mills. 

It was stated atthe office of the Saxon 
mill that 38 looms were running, and that 
it had been necessary to lay off a number 
of employes until more weavers went to 
work. 

The Atlantic mill people claim that a 
few more operatives went to work yester- 
day, but the strikers emphatically deny 
this. They say that with the exception of 
Mr. Fletcher's mills, no concern in Olney- 
ville is as ba*lly crippled as the Atlantic 
mills. There is little change at the Man- 
ton mills. 

It is reported that William J. Welsh 
one of the leaders in the Atlantic strike, is 
under police surveillance, and that meas- 
ures will be taken to indict him for con- 
spiracy. John W. Thornton, another 
strike leader, is under arrest on a charge 
of libel in issuing non-union lists. Other 
leaders are expecting arrest, and they are 
wondering what the Qharges will be. 


MAN LED ASTRAY. 


Pair Who Eloped From Philadelphia Under 
Arrest at Providence. 

PROVIDENCE, June 7.—Edward S. White, 
a wealthy resident of Philadelphia, who 
seven months ago suddenly disappeared, 
leaving his wife and one child, taking 
their other child with him, is in jail here, 
having been arrested on a charge of 
adultery preferred by Mrs. White. Miss 
Mary S. Andrews, aged 2v years, an heiress 
to a large property, also of Philadelphia, 
with whom White has been living here, is 
also in custody. White and Miss An- 
drews had posed as husband and wife and 
the child whom White took with him was 
known as their little girl. 

White declares that Miss Andrews is re- 
sponsible for his leaving wife and home. 
In view of this assertion, Mrs. White 
states that she is unwilling to prosecute, 
and when the case comes up for a hear- 
ing Mrs. White may refuse to appear. 
White will return to Philadelphia with 
his wife and child. 


Wealth Allied to Wealth. 

LENox, Mass., June 7.—Miss Florence 
Adele Sloane became Mrs. James Aber- 
crombie Burden, Jr., at high noon yester- 
day. The bride is heir to the Vanderbilts, 
and it seems superfluous to mention in any 
cold figures what sum she has at her com- 
mand, yet it has been estimated as being 
somewhat over $35,000,000. Mr. Burden 
has by inheritance $1,000,000, and is also 
an active business man in the iron works 
on the Hudson, that have made for his 
family so many millions of dollars. 


Guilty of Manslaughter. 
SALEM, June 7.— The jury yesterday 
afternoon broughtin a verdict of guilty 
against Annie M. Brewer, of Lynn, 
charged with manslaughter in killing 
Gideon W. Lattimer of Lynn. Her coun- 
gel took exceptions, and will apply for a 
new trial. Lattimer was engaged to Miss 
Brewer, and on Dec. 30, 1894, called upon 
her in order to break the epgagement. A 
quarrel ensued, and Miss Brewer followed 
Lattimer to the door and shot him. Lat- 
timer died a few days later.

EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 

THE FIGURES, @ million gallons a day, 
were used by the water board at the City 
Council meeting Monday evening as the 
present consumption of water in the city. 
The report for 1894 shows the average to 
have been but 797,999 gallons, and the 
increase over the preceding year was but 
68,509 gallons, It makes some difference 
whether it is 800,000 or 1,000,000 gallons a 
day; for if 800,000 will supply a popula- 
tion of 22,000 the additional 
which Engineer Tidd says will have a 
capacity of 320,000 gallons will be suffi 
cient for pearly balf as many again, or a 
population of over 30,000. As Quincy has 
not yet reached her limit, the two reser- 
voirs would probably be ample for a popu- 
lation of 35,000 to 40,000, and the cost of 
the new reservoir Engineer Tidd estimates 
at but $54,894. 

When will Quincy have a population of 
35,000 to 40,000? Not until 1905. In ten 
years the assessments to the Metropolitan 
system would cost $250,000 or more. The 
payment of $4,000 a year would give us 
the reservoir, a saving of $21,000 a year or 
over $1 per $10000n the tax rate.

POINTS FOR VETERANS 


War of the Rebellion Was Terminated 
on April 13, 1865, 


Marks the Turning Point on 
the Pension Question. 


Soldiers Who Enlisted After That Date Nol 
Entitled to Pensions. 


WASHINGTON, June 7.— The pension 
bureau rendered a decision yesterday bear- 
ing on the question of the date of the 
termination of the civil war and the pen- 

The conclusion reached Ly the bureau 
is that in all these cases the question to 
be ascertained is whether the enlistment 
of the soldier was for service in the war of 
the rebellion or for the regulararmy. If 
theformer, he is pensionable, and if the 
latter, he is not. 

Mr. Reynolds cites the various orders 
suspending enlistments for the war, and 
these ordered the commencement of enlist- 
ments for the war, and those ordered th 
commencement of enlistments for the 
regular army. 

He suys as to those volunteer enlist- 
ments in the regular army after the cessa- 
tion of armed hostilities: “It cannot be 
truthfully said that their enlistment was 
for the War of the Rebellion, nor should 
their service be deemed service ‘during the 
War of the Rebellion’ within the mean- 
ing of the term in the act of June 27, 1800, 
unless it is made te appear that their 
service was for the suppression of the re 
bellion, or rendered in the theater of war, 
and having immediate connection with 
the belligerent operations of said war. 
This service must be shown to be a war 
service. Many soldiers desired to continue 
in the military service instead of being 
mustered out of the service with their or 
gavizations, and re-enlisted in the regular 
army.” 

An Explanation, 

In reference to the decision of the su 
preme court, assigning Aug. 20, 1506, as 
the end of the war, he says: **The reasons, 
however, which would admit of this hold- 
ing, where the rights of parties in the case 
involved might be affected by the running 
of astatute of limitations, cannot be ac- 
cepted to establish the date of termination 
of the War of the Rebellion where the 
questions involved are whether an enlist- 
ment was, in fact, for the War of the Re- 
bellion and the service performed there- 
under, in furtherance of its suppression.” 

The secretary therefore holds that enlist- 
ments in the loyal states after April 13, 
1865, when recruiting in them ceased, will 
not be deemed enlistments in or for the 
War of the Rebellion, and any service 
rendered under such enlistments will be 
presumed not to have been rendered in the 
War of the Rebellion, and to establish the 
contrary, the claimant will be required to 
show affirmatively that his said 
quent service was rendered in direct con 
nection with active military duty in aid of 
suppressing the rebellion. 

In other states, the secretary states, and 
the District of Columbia, June 1, 1865, will 
be taken as the final date, as enlistments 
then ceased in those parts of the country, 
and July, 1865, when the blockade of the 
southern ports was raised, will be taken 
as the final date of war enlistments for the 
navy.

Comment by Rev. 8. H. Doyle. 
Topic.—How tostudy the Bible.—Josh. i, 1-9. 

Joshua is about to take the place of 
Moses as leader of God’s people God 
encourages him to undertake the respon- 
sible position and the difficult work by 
assuring him that he shall be eminently 
successful, and that he may be he gives 
him but one injunction, and that that he 
should ‘‘observe to do according to all 
the law,’’ the law of Moses, the Penta- 
teuch. God’s word was to be his con- 
stant and only guide, and if he adhered 
strictly to that prosperity and success 
would meet him. The Bible, God’s 
book, is still man’s truest guide in all 

laces of responsibility, and in life it 
indeed a lamp to his feet and a light 
to his path. Notice: 

1. We should study God’s word 
Joshua was not to merely read the law; 
he was to meditate upon it day and 
night, give it constant, thorough study 
and thought. There is too much supertfi- 
cial reading of God’s word. It is read 
hastily and carelessly, but is not ab- 
sorbed—it is not digested. The reading 
of alittle of God’s word, with study, 
thonght and meditation, is better than 
much reading, which is simply a mean- 
ingless perusal of words, clauses and 
sentences. 

2. Weshouldstudy all of God’s word. 
Joshua was to study and practice ‘‘all 
the law.’’ The student of the Bible 
should aspire to know the Bible in its 
entirety. All the names of the books 
should be learned in their order. The his- 
tory included should be studied from 
the beginning to theend. The historical 
setting of the various books should be 
thoroughly understood, and there should 
be familiarity with all the great doc- 
trines of the Bible. Though composed 
of many books and written by many au- 
thors, yet the Bible is one book, and the 
more general our knowledge of it asa 
whole the more definite will be our idea 
of its essential oneness and sameness. 
Get a broad, comprehensive knowledge 
of the Bible as one book. 

8. We should study God’s word con- 
stantly. Joshua was to meditate upon it 
day and night. He would need its help 
every day, and therefore he should 
study it every day. A regular, systemat- 
ic, constant study of God’s word is the 
only effective way of studying it. A lit- 
tle now and a little then is not a good 
method of study. Haphazard, irregular 
methods of study make many failures of 
Bible students. Daily should we read 
and meditate upon it. 

4. We should study God’s word with 
the idea of observing its teachings. 
Joshua was to meditate upon it that he 
might doit. Knowledge without prac- 
tice is valueless. It is worse. ‘‘To him 
that knoweth to do good and doeth it 
not it is a sin.”’ 

Study and practice bring prosperity. 
“For then thou shalt make thy way 
prosperous, and then thou shalt have 
good success’’ (Josh. i, 9).

been brought into captivity, so long as 
every moment’s action is not pleasing 
to the Lord and Master, the pledge’s 
fulfillment is yet distant, and the Chris- 
tian’s ideal has not been reached. —Rey. 
Frank 8. Arnold.

FRIENDSHIP FOR SPAIN 


| Leads Our Government to Strictly En- 


force Neutrality Laws. 


|Navy and Treasury Depart- 


ments Take Action. 


Warship Raleigh and Customs Collectors Re- 
ceive Strict Injunctions. 


WASHINGTON, June 12.— The treasury 
department sent a letter yesterday to all 
the customs collectors on the coast from 
New York to Rio Grande, in which the at 
tention of the collectors is called to 
rumored reports of attempts at forming 
filibustering expeditions to aid the insur- 
rection now in progress on the island of 
Cuba. 

While the department has not been fur 
nished evidence that confirms such rumors, 
they deem it desirable that no cause for 
complaint be given that the United States 
falls short of its duties as a friendly nation. 
Collectors of customs for the several dis- 
tricts New York and Browns- 
ville are espocially enjoined to see that the 
neutrality laws of the United States are 
fully complied with, 

Acting Secretary McAdoo of the navy 
departmentsays that the instructions sent 
to the commander of the cruiser Raleigh 
for his guidance when on patrol duty off 
the Florida coast are of the 

Most Comprehensive Kind, 
and provide forafull and strict enforce- 
ment of the neutrality laws. 

The Raleigh probably will go 
Key West. Thisis the only port on the 
Florida coast which a vessel of her 
draft can safely enter. She then will 
make a thorough patrol of the coast line, 
and to render it more difficult for a fili- 
bustering party to get away. Thecruiser’s 
steam launches and boats will be manned 
whenever it is necessary to look into nar- 
row inlets and for light draft 
schooners and yachts, which are favorite 
means of transportation of the filibusterers. 

Spanish men-of-war lying off the Flor- 
ida coast outside of the three-mile limit, 
andthe Raleigh and her boats sweeping 
the inside waters, the over-enthusiastic 
Cubans and their American sympathizers, 
who undertake to involve the United 
States in trouble by using Floridaas a 
base of hostile operations against the gov- 
ernment of Cuba, are likely to be repressed 
with a strong hand. 

The position of the administration is 
that the United must make all 
honorable efforts to prevent the abuse of 
the territory in this way, and if the meas- 
ures already adopted are not sufficient to 
secure the enforcement of the neutrality 
laws to a degree that we have ourselves in- 
sisted upon our own ieperests were con 
cerned, then active steps will be taken 
ashore to move upon the people who have 
laid themselves open to prosecution by 
organizing hostile expeditions and aiding

FIRM POLICY NECESSARY. 


Decidedly Alarming State of Affairs In the 
Interior of China. 


SHANGHAI, June 12.— The English, 
French, Canadian and American missions 
were wrecked at Chengtu, Kiating, Ya- 
chou, Pingshanand Singing. Some of the 
missionaries are missing, but no lives are 
known to have been lost. Suifu and Lu- 
chou are threatened. A riot is con- 
sidered inevitable at Chung-King. All the 
whites left Chengtu on Monday. A firm 
policy is now more than ever necessary. 

Chengtu, being far in the interior, has 
been visited »y few foreigners, except mis- 
sionaries, and has been greatly agitated by 
the fact that under the recent treaty of 
peace with Jepan it was, with other in- 
ferior cities, opened to foreigners and for- 
eign commerce. The missionaries are the 
oply foreigners who have settled hereto- 
fore at Chengtu. Their number is not 
known. 

It is said, however, that the number of 
missionaries, including their families, in 
the entire province of Se Chun, of which 
Chengtu is the capital, must be less than 
100, including all nationalities. The mis- 
sionary headquarters are at Chengtu, 
where, it is believed, there are not exceed- 
ing 10 missionaries, the rest being scat- 
tered through the province. But this esti- 
mate is based only on the general infor- 
mation of Chinese officials, as there are 
no exact details of the extent of mission- 
ary service through China. 

The Tsung Li Yamen sought to secure 
from each foreign government a complete 
list of its missionaries and their place of 
service, but this was not given. The offi- 
cial gazette of China shows that a change 
has been made in the viceroy at Chengtu, 
and that a new one has just assumed his 
duties. 


Cardinals From Abroad. 


RoME, June 12.—It is announced that 
the papal nuncios at Paris, Lisbon, 
Madrid and Vienna will be created car- 
dinals. ‘The news arouses much interest, 
because it will disturb the equilibrium of 
the preponderance of Italian cardinals in 
the Sacred college. The pope, in announc- 
ing the fact, said: ‘‘We hope thus to cre- 
ate a position more in conformity with 
papal interests in the world and to furnish 
the Sacred college the means to success 
fully surmount the difficult and delicate 
period of our succession.” 


Returned to Jail. 

CuHIcaGco, June 12.—President Debs of 
the A. R. U. entered the office of United 
States Marshal Arnold yesterday, and re 
ported for removal to jail to serve the re- 
mainder of his sentence for contempt of 
court.

WASHINGTON, June 12.—Judson Har- 
mon arrived in this city yesterday and 
proceeded to the state department, where 
he took the oath of office as head of the 
department of justice before Justice Har- 
lan of the supreme court. Thence, ac- 
companied by Mr. Olney, he walked over 
tothe White House to the cabinet meet- 
ing, where he was formally introduced to 
his associates in the cabinet by Secretary 
of State Olney.

A $10,000 GRANITE JOB. 


Quincy to get Contract for 36 Monu- 
ments for State of Illinois. 


Among those registered at the Green- 
leaf Wednesday was Mr. J. S. Culver, rep- 
resenting the Culver Granite Company. 
Mr. Culver came to Quincy to place a con- 
tract for thirty-six monuments of dark 
Quincy granite which are to be located by 
the state of Illinois in the Chicamauga and 
Chattanooga National Military Park. 

As stated above, the monuments are to 
be cut from dark Quincy granite and each 
monument will be in two pieces and will 
weigh about ten tons. The base to be 
rock finish and its dimensions are 7-6x4 6x 
1-6. On this rests a bevel-top die, three 
sides and top of which are to be quarry 
finish with the front polished, the dimen- 
sions being 6-4x3-2x3-6. 

On the front bevel the word Illinois will 
be cut in raised block letters and on the 
polished front will be cut the inscriptions. 

The cost of these thirty-six monuments 
is $10,000.

UNCLE SAM’S WARNING 


Armed Expeditions Must Not Leave 
Qur Shores For Cuba, =, 


President Issues a Proclama- 
tion to That Effect 


in Discharge of the Nation's Obligations Toward 
a Friendly Power. 


WASHINGTON, June 13. — Complaints 
have reached the department of state, 
through the Spanish minister, that men 
are being recruited on American soil and 
that armed expeditions are leaving our 
shores for the purpose of attacking the 
Spanish forces in Cuba. 

Whenever the necessary evidence can be 
procured, these infractions of the law of 
the United States are to be severely pun- 
ished, for the secretary of state will leave 
no just ground for complaint that the 
United States has failed in its obligations 
to other nations. 

Secretary Olney is thoroughly deter- 
mined that the United States government 
shall do all in its power and all that inter- 
national law requires to prevent the viola- 
tion of the United States territory by per- 
suns who undertake to make it a base ot 
hostile operations against Spain, with 
which power it is at peace. 

Meanwhile, however, it has been deemed 
proper to give formal warning to mis’ 
guided people of what they may expect, 
yesterday afternoon the following 
proclamation was issued from the state 
department: 

The Administration’s Attitude, 

Whereas, the island of Cuba is now the seat 
of serious civil disturbances, accompanied by 
armed resistance to the authority of the estab 
lished government of Spain, a power with 
which the United States are, and desire to re 
main, on terms of peace and amity; and 

Whereas, the laws of the United States pro 
hibits their citizens, a3 Well as all others being 
within and subject to their jurisdiction, from 
taking partin such disturbances adversely to 
such established government, by accepting or 
ing commissions for warlike service 
against it, by enlisting or procuring others to 
enlist for such service, by fitting out armed 
or procuring to be fitted out and armed ships 
of war for such service, by augmenting the 
force of any ship of war engaged in such serv- 
ice and arriving in a port of the United States,

and by setting on foot or providing or prepar 
ing the means for military enterprises to be 
earried on from the United States against the 
the territory of such government 


Now, therefore, in recognition of the laws 
aforesaid, andin discharge of the obligations 
of the United States toward afriendly power, 
and as a measure of precaution, and to the end 


that citizens of the United States and all 
others within its jurisdiction may be deterred 
from subjecting themselves to legal forfeitures 


and penalti 


1, Grover Cleveland, President of the United 


States of America, do hereby admonish all 
uch citizens and other persons to abstain 
from every violation of the laws hereintofore 
referred t ind do hereby warn them that all 
violations of such laws will be rigorously 
prosecuted, and I do hereby enjoin upon all 
‘ rs of the United States charged with the 
execution of said laws the utmost diligence in 
preventing violations thereof and in bringing 
to trial and punishment any offenders against 
the sums 

In testimony whereof I have hereunto set 
my hand and caused the seal of the United 
States to be affixed. 

Done at the city of Washington this 12th day 
of June, in the year of our Lord 18%, and of

Rebellion Crushed. 
PretTorta, June 13.— The Transvaal 
troops have routed the rebels, whose chief, 
Magoeba, was killed after severe fighting 
The rebellion¢n South Pansburg is ended 
The campaign against the rebellious tribes 
has lasted about a month. The insurrec- 
tion was precipitated by Chief Magato dis- 
missing the Transvaal commission from 
this country. The Makatese tribes subse 
quently massed at their various strong 
holds, being armed with modern rifles, 
which they obtained from the adjacent 
Portuguese coast territory. It was ex- 
pected that the quelling of the insurrec

FOR “HONEST MONEY.” 


Free Silver Men Have No Use For Either of the 
Old Parties. 

MEMPHIS, June 13.—Friends_ of silver, 

representing 20 states of the south and 


| west, began a two days’ convention in this 


city yesterday. Fifteen hundred dele- 
gates, with “honest money” as the slogan, 
were at the Auditorium when the gather- 
ing was called toorder. On the stage were 
many of the leading advocates of the free 
coinage of silver in the United States. 

A permanent organization was effected, 
with Senator Turpie of Indiana as chair- 
man, and addresses were delivered by that 
gentleman and Alexander Delmarof Cali- 
fornia, Congressman Sibley of Pennsyl- 
yania, C. S. Thomas of Colorado and 
Aaron Wolcott of Indiana. 

Politically, the most significant incident 
of the day’s proceedings was the state- 
ment of Senator Harris of Tennessee as to 
the object of the gathering and the single 
subject to which it is expected to confine 
its deliberations. 


SENATOR HARRIS, 


At the opening of the afternoon session, 
Senator Harris, the ante-bellum governor 
of Tennessee, was given an enthusiastic 


reception. He said that the convention 
was called by the Central Bimetallic 
league of Shelby county, a strictly non- 
partian organization, composed of Demo- 
crats, Republicans and Populists. Its 
doors were thrown open to every Ameri- 
can citizen who honesily believed in the 
propriety, the advisability and the neces- 
sity of the rehabilitation of silver. 

Their doctrine was bimetallism, and by 
bimetallism they meant the free and un- 
limited coinage of all the gold and all the 
#silver produced in the country. They hold, 
as to this convention, thata Democrat can 
be present and participate in its delibera- 
tions without impairing in the least de- 
gree his allegiance to his party.organiza- 
tion, and the same is true of Republicans 
and Populists, whose party fealty cannot 
be impeached because of their opinion in 
advocacy of free silver coinage. 

Free Silver Tendencies. 

SPRINGFIELD, O., June 13.—The Prohi- 
bition state convention adopted the f 
lowing financial plank: ‘‘The money of 
the country should all be of full legal 
tender, issued directly to the people on 
ample securities in such quantities as the 
people may demand, and to all at uniforin 
rate of interest. Tothis end the govern 
ment should establish real national banks, 
as it does postoffices, wherever the conve- 
nience of the people demands. Until such 
a financial system shall be established, we 
favor free and unlimited coinage of silver 
and gold at a ratio of 16 to 1 as a tempo- 
rary relief." The following ticket was 


named: United States senator, R. 3. 
Thompson; governor, Seth H. Ellis; 
lieutenant governor, J. W. Sharp; at- 


torney general, W.C. Bates; auditor, A. 3. 
Caton; treasurer, J. W. Hawkins; su- 
preme court judge, John T. Moore.

Justina sprang upon him, en- 
circled his neck with her left arm, and 
drew the razor across his throat. The 
blood drenched the girl, and Muschto fell 
to the pavement. She stood above him as 
he lay writhing, and held aloft the razor 
dripping with blood. Justina was ar- 
rested. Her victim will probably die. 
The girl says that Muschto had ruined her 
under promise of marriage.

IN THE SECOND DEGREE 


Jury Found Foley, Sullivan and 
Nagle Guilty of Murder, 


Court Will Allow Defense to 
File Exceptions. 


Means Life Imprisonment For the Three Men 
lf the Verdict Stands. 


LOWELL, June 14.—The three defendants 
in the Foster murder trial have been found 
guilty of murder in the second degree 
This means, unless the verdict can be set 
aside, imprisonment for life. 

All day yesterday was occupied by Law- 
yer Hamilton in his closing argument for 
the defense and in Attorney General 
Knowlton’s presentation of the closing of 
the government's case. Those who ex- 
pected a sensational ending by the at- 
torney general were disappointed. He was 
conservative, but vehement and forcible. 
He demanded justice for the dead man 
and protection for the living from night 
prowlers and marauders. 

Judge Lilley’s charge to the jury was 
very impartial. He quoted the law gov- 
erning such cases fully and instructed the 
jury as to what they should do in matters 
of doubt or uncertainty. He fully en- 
larged on the necessity of the 

Government Proving Its Case. 
The prisoners should have the benefit of 
any doubt tha: might exist. The first and 
supreme duty of the jury was to do full 
justice to the best of their judgment and 
ability to all concerned. 

Coming to the murder and the evidence, 
he said: If the prisoners conspired and 
intended to shoot to prevent arrest, they 
were guilty in the first degree; if there 
Was no conspiracy and you find one man 
fired the shot, he is guilty in the first de- 
gree. ifthe shot was fired to intimidate 
and not to kill, it is manslaughter 

The jury was out 3'5 hours Shortly 
afier 8 o'clock the judges were informed 
that the jury was ready to report They 
immediately took their places on the 
bench. The court officers had been in 
structed just as the jury retired that when 
the time came for rendering a verdict the 
aged mother of Sullivan and the weeping 
and woe-stricken wife of Foley should be 
removed from the room. This precaution 
was taken to avoid a scene 

The Scene Outside 

was one of confusion, all the entrances to 
the building were crowded, and everyone 
Was apparently anxious to get within the 
doors. When the three prisoners arrived, 
many in the crowd met the hack and ran 
along by itsside. It was with difficulty that 
the crowd was pushed back far enough to 
admit the defendants and the officers. The 
three men Were at once conducted to the 
dock, andeach one sprang into his accus- 
tomed place with agility. 

The courtroom was thronged when the 
jury filed in at 8:25 o'clock. After the 
usual preliminaries the foreman was 
asked if a verdict had been found, and he 
replied in the aflirmative. They had found 
the prisoners guilty of murder in the 
second degree. The doomed men received 
the verdict calmly, not one of them ex- 
pressing any emotion or showing in the 
slightest that they felt the weight of the 
sentence 

They were remanded back to jail, and 
their counsel were given two weeks in 
which to file exceptions,

FINE POINT AT ISSUE. 


Is Uncle Sam Responsible For the 
Childs Cuban Expedition ? 
An Interesting Letter of Two 
Score Years Ago 


in Which Samuel J. Tilden Plainly Expressed 
His Views of “Jingoism.” 


WASHINGTON, June 14.—If the steamer 
George Childs, as alleged, has carried from 
the United Statesa supply of munitions 
of war and armed men to aid the rebels in 
Cuba, the incident may raisea grave ques- 
tion as to the responsibility of our govern 
ment, 


On the statement of facts, as reported to 
our Officials, the case bears a strong re- 
semblance to the celebrated Alabama af 
fair, which cost the British government 
many millions of dollars to settle. 

It cannot be said that the decision of the 
United States courts in the Itata case fits 
this and would justify our officials in fail 
ing to put forth all proper effort to detain 
the ship, for in that case the courts made 
the point that the Itata expedition did not 
originate in the United States and was 
simply a merchant vessel coming from a 
foreign country and receiving aboard a 
load of merchandise. 

While it is true this load consisted of 
arms, under our construction of interna 
tional law these were goods which may 
be sold and shipped to any party. In the 
Childs case, however, the vessel was under 
the United States flag, and practically the 
expedition originated in this country. 

It is said that our government was duly 
advised of the intended departure of the 
Child expedition, though whether the ad- 
vices were in themselves sufficient to make 
up a prima facie case justifying the arrest 
of the parties or the detention of the ves- 
sel, under the terms of our own law, can- 
not be learned. 

By the terms of the treaty of Washing- 
ton, the United States bound Great Britain 
and itself to the doctrine that a nation is 
bound to use ‘due diligence’ to prevent 
the departure of armed expeditions against 
a friendly nation. This raises the point 
whether the United States can be held to 
have exercised due diligence in the mat- 
ter if it required the Spanish officials to 
furnish absolute proof of the nature of the 
expedition, or whether it should not bestir 
itself to secure the necessary evidence upon 
information being supplied to show that 
the departure of the expedition is probable 

If the latter view is taken, it would seem 
to follow that through the instrumental- 
ity of the secret service of the treasury the 
government might easily obtain sufficient 
evidence to break up quickly the organiza- 
tion of hostile movements in this country 
direct-d against Spain, and upon the de- 
cision of the administration as to its duty 
in this n.atter undoubtedly binges the 
success or defeat of the cause of the Cuban 
rebels, for it is not believed that it can 
succeed without substantial aid from sym 
pathizers in the United States. 

A Letter of Interest. 

The New York Evening Post prints a 
letter from Samuel J. Tilden to Secretary 
of State Marcy, dated Nov. 27, 1854, and 
never before published, protesting against 
the jingoism of that time, 

Cuban annexation was then a popular 
ery. The ministers of the United States 
at London, Paris and Madrid, acting un- 
der instructions to confer on the question 
of Cuba, met at Ostend, and under the 
lead of Soule, the minister at Madrid, ad 
vised, in substance, that if Spain should 
refuse to sell the island the United States 
would be justified in seizingit. Mr. Tilden 
said: 

Ihope the president’s message will be ina 
tone of sound conservatism as respects our 
foreign relations, which, while observant of 
our rights and dignity, will quiet the public 
mind here and remove apprehension abroad. 
This is what the existing state of feeling and 
opinion in this country peculiarly demands at 
this time. The people have had a surfeit of 
the cheap popularity that begins in folly and 
ends in disgrace 

In the present state of the world our policy 
is to avoid difficulties with all foreign nations, 
toleave ourselves to grow, to milk the cow 
while Russis is holding her horns and England 
and France her legs, and not to enter upon 
any projects of aggrandizement or specially 
indulge our vanity. The very severe crisis 
through which the bu-~iness of the country is 
passing induces 4 sober look. Even the Mon 
roe doctrine, which is excellent if we could 
only agree what it is, if it won't keep until 
next season, might as well come in smal! doses 

We don’t care much now about Austria or 
Captain Ingraham, but we would like two see 
somebody snub Soule or even good-natured 
Mason or staid and cautious and respectable 
Buchanan. It would be well to repeat the 
true American doctrine in regard to European 
affairs, the doctrine of non intervention in their 
domestic concerns, of fair and honest friend 
ship with all the powers and enlarging alli 
ances with none of them. As they are at war, 
and each side naturally seeks our sympathy, 
such a declaration would be well timed. 

Our pésition in respect to Spain and to fili 
bustering as well, I presume, will be stated, 
and our policy vindicated. Excuse me in the 
atterane:so frankly of my thoughts. It is 
only the observation of the public opinion 
from a different standpoint, and it is my so 
licitude that you may have all the elements of 
judgment a3 well forthe country’s sake as 
for yours that induces me to add my mite. 


Whisky Trust Illegal. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ills, June 14.—The su- 
preme court of Illinois confirmed the opin 
jon of the lower court in the case of the 
people vs. the Distilling and Cattle Feed- 
ing company declaring the company to be 
an illegal combination or trust. The de- 
cision means the breaking up of the 
Whisky trust. The decision is one of the 
strongest arraignments of combinations 
ever promulgated by any court 

Warfare In Madagascar. 

Paris, June 14.—Advices from Mada- 
gascar say that the advance guard of the 
French expedition forced the pass of the 
Betsihoka on June 9 and captured Meva 
tanano, whereupon the Hovas retreated, 
when the French began shelling them. 
Only two French soldiers were wounded; 
but the troops are suffering from the cli- 
mate.

THE SILVER FACTIONS 


Disagree as to the Policy of Captur- 
ing the Democratic Convention, 


Conservatives Win In the 
Framing of Resolutions. 


Free and Unlimited Coinage of Gold and Silver 
° Upon Equal Terms. 


MEMPHIS, June 14.—Yesterday’s session 
of the convention was a lively one. Im- 
passioned speeches and strong argumen- 
tative appeals were made. The first warn- 
ing of the approaching encounter was 
heard Wednesday night in the bold utter- 
sauces of Congressman Joseph C. Sibley of 
Pennsylvania in favor of a silyer party— 
an aggressive campaign for the remone- 
tization of the white metal without regard 
to previous party ties. 

Yesterday all disguise was thrown off. 
The men who favor a silver party, with 
one purpose and one idea, under the 
leadership of Sibley, Tillman of South 
Carolina, Butler of North Carolina, 
Stewart of Nevada and Adams of Colo 
rado, told of their plans without reserve, 
and asked their hearers to decide between 
party and nation. 

On the other hand, those who fivor the 
settlement of the silver question within 
party lines, urged conservative action, 
vigorous agitation for free silver, but 
bearing in mind that they were both ques 
tions of importance to the political future 
of the country, which should cause the 
voter to think well before casting off the 
party affiliations of years and giving his 
undivided suffrage to the one cause of sil- 
ver. The money question, they claimed, 
should and would be settled within party 
lines. 

The conservative element prevailed in 
the committee on resolutions, and declara 
tions of that body which were adopted by 
the convention did not go beyond a strong 
presentation of the free silver views of the 
gathering. 

But the convention adjourned with a 
schism in it. One faction advocates the 
Sibley idea and the capture of the Demo 
cratic convention, and, failing in that, the 
independent political action, While others 
were for fighting the issue strictly within 
party lines 

A national committee was appointed to 
call a national silver convention at its dis- 
cretion. John R. Goodwin 
was chosen chairman and J. H. Acklip of 
Nashyille secretary. No eastern 
Were represented on the committee 

At the afternoon session Senator Jones 
of Arkansas, as chairman, presented the 
report of the couiittee on 
which he read as follows:

The Resolutions 


Silver and gold coin have in all ages consti 
tuted the money of the world, were the money 
of the fathers of the republic, the money of 
history and constitution. The universal ex 
perience of mankind has demonstrated that 
the joint use of both silyer and gold coin as 
ohne money constitutes the most stable stand- 
ard of value and that the full amount of both 
metals is necessary as amedium of exchange. 

The demonetization of either of these his 
toric money metals means a depreciation 
from the value of money, a fall in the prices of 
commodities, a diminution of the profits of 
legitimate business, a continuing increase in 
the burden of debts, a withdrawal of money 
from the channels of trade and industry which 
sre no longer yielding a safe and sure return 
and its idle accumulation in the banks and in 
the great money centers of the country. 

There is no health or soundness in « finan 
cla! system under which # hoarded dollar is pro 
ductive of increase to its possessor, while an 
invested dollar yields a constantly diminishing 
return, and under which fortunes are made by 
the accretion of idle capital or destroyed bya 
persistent fall in the price of commodities, 
and apersistent dwindling in the margin of 
profits in almost every branch of useful indus 
try. 

Such a system isa premium upon sloth and 
& penalty upon industry, and such a system is 
that which the criminal legislation of 1873 has 
imposed upon the country. 

‘The bimetallist standard of silver and gold 
has behind it the experience of ages, aud has 
been tested and approved by the enlightened 
and deliberate judgment of mankind. The 
gold standard is a departure from the es 
tablished policy of the civilized world, with 
nothing to commend it but 22 years of depres 
sion and disaster to the people and extraordi- 
nary accumulation of wealth 

Iu the Hands of a Few. 

The very year that marked the change from 
the bimetallic to the single tax is the very 
year that marked the change from a co ndition 
of rising prices, large profits, general content 
ment, and of great prosperity to a condition of 
falling prices, diminishing profits, insecurity 
of investments, unemployed labor and a he avy 
depression in all branches of trade and indus 
try. itisnota matter of dispute among the 
honest advocates of the old standard that gen 
eral prosperity came toan end with the de- 
struction of the bimetallic system, and that 
bard times, falling prices, idle workingmen 
and widespread depression came in with the 
gold standard that prevails today 
the gold standard has been adopted 

Every internal monetary conference that 
has been called, every demand in this country 
and in Europe for an international agreement 
to reestablish the bimetallic standard, isa 
confession that 4 demonetization of silver was 
a blunder, not acrime; that 
have been disastrous, and that the canditions 
thatithas wrought are full of menace and 
peril. The logic of fact establishes beyond in 
telligent question that the destruction of 
Siver as primary money by a@ conspiracy of 
Selfish interests is the cause of the wide 
spread depression aud the suffering that began 
With the gold standard. There can be no 
restoration of prosperity, no permanent relic ft 
from prevailiag conditions until the great 
curse has moved from a ¢ miplote 
restoration of silver to its proper pluce,

Thisisadebt higher and more bind 
ing than all other debts, and one which is not 
only dishonest but treasonable to ignore 

Under the financial policy that now prevails, 
we see the land filled with idle and discon 
tented workmen and an ever-growloy army of 
tramps, men whom lack of work and oppor 
tunity have made outcasts and beggars. At the 
other end we find that a few thousand families 
own one-half the wealth of the country. The 
centralization of wealth has gone hand in hand 
with the spread of poverty. The pauper and 
plutocrat are twin children of the same vicious 
and unholy system 

The situation is full of menace to the liber 
ties of the people and life of the republic. The 
issue is enfranchisement or hopeless servitude 
Whatever the power of money can do by de- 
bauchery and corruption to maintain its grasp 
on the law-making power willbe done. We 
therefore appeal to the plain people of the 
peril that confronts them, and to defend the 
citadel of their liberties with a vigilance that 
shall neither slumber nor sleep 

The reading of the resolutions was fre

CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOR. 


Topic For the Week Beginning June 16, 
Comment by Rev. 8. H. Doyle. 

Torio.—The proof of our allegiance to 
Thrist.—I John, iv, 1-21. 

In this chapter John warns his read- 
ers against false teachers and gives 
them tests by which they may distin- 
guish between the true and the false. 
These tests may not only apply to oth- 
ers, but to ourselves, and in their light 
we may learn whether we are in God 
and may judge of our allegiance to 
Christ. 

The first and most important test to 
be applied was confession that Jesus 
Christ had come in the flesh (verses 2, 
8). ‘Every spirit that confesseth that 
Jesus Christ is come in the flesh is of 
God, and every spirit that confesseth 
not that Jesus Christ is come in the 
flesh is not of God.’’ 

Confession of the incarnation of Christ 
is thus made a test of true discipleship. 
This confession would, of course, be 
based upon a belief in it. Belief in and 
confession of the incarnation of Christ, 
or practically His divinity, may also be 
made a test of our loyalty to Christ. Do 
we believe this? It should not be difficult 
of belief. God testifies toit. The words, 
actions and character of Christ all go to 
prove it. If we believe it, we should al- 
so confess it, and if we believe and con- 
fess it this is the proof that the spirit of 
God dwells in us, and that we are the 
children of God. 

Another test suggested is obedience to 
the word of God (verse 6), ‘‘He that 
knoweth God heareth us; he that is not 
of God heareth us not.’’ The apostle 
spoke for God, and in hearing him they 
heard God. God speaks to us in all His 
word. If we hear and obey, this is an- 
other proof that we are of God and loy- 
al to Christ. Christ himself makes obe- 
dience to His commands a test of our 
love and loyalty, for He says, ‘‘If ye 
love me, keep My commandments.’’ 
Obedience is here made the test of our 
love. Do we then hear the word of God, 
no matter in what’form it comes? Do 
we obey it? ‘‘Not every one that sayeth 
unto Christ, ‘Lord, Lord,’ shall in- 
herit the kingdom of heaven, but he 
that doeth the will of his Father in 
heaven.’’ The true child of God hears 
word and obeys it. If we do this, it is 
another proof of our allegiance to Christ; 
if we do not, a proof of our disloyalty. 

Another test given is brotherly love 
(verse 12), ‘Lf we love one another, 
God dwelleth in us, and His love is per 
fected in us.’’ Brotherly love is thus 
made atest of the indwelling of God 
Do we love one another? Do we love 
the brethren? Do we love all men? And 
do we express it by trying to help, up 
lift and elevate them? Are we suacrific- 
ing for them? Are we bearing their bur 
dens? This is practical brotherly love 
and the kind that Christ manifested to 
ward all men and the kind that proves 
our likeness and loyalty to Him.

Seven Persons’ Killed and Missing In 


a Fall River Harness Shop, 


Jarred Buildings Within a 
Half Mile of the Scene.

Fat River, June 15.—A % 
which created the greatest excitement in 
this city since the Granite mill fire, oc 
curred yesterday morning at the Langley 
loom harness shop on County street, 
three-story wooden building owned bs 
Henry F. Langley. A 50-horse powe1 
boiler of the Cunningham make exploded 
in the rear part of the basement, blowing 
out the sides of the building, knocking 
away the supports and allowing the upper 
floors to settle into a mass of ruins. Fire 
broke out in the ruins and began to burt 
briskly. 

The firemen rushed to the scene anc 
made heroic efforts to rescue the impris- 
oned work people, of whom there were 17. 
Shrieks from the girls in the ruins wer 
mingled with the agonized cries of their 
friends, who had hurried to the scene 
when the first news of the catastrophe 
spread. Ambulance calls were sent out 
hurriedly, and every physician who could 
be reached was sent at once to the 
The offices and the 1 the vicinity 
were turned into temporary hospitals.

READY FOR BUSINESS, 


Choice For President of National 
League Favors McAlpin, 


Pennsylvania’s Views on the 
Questions of the Day. 


Wrangling Among Some of the Delegates From 
the Southern States. 


CLEVELAND, June 19.—President Tracy 
of the Republican league arrived from 
Chicago last night and has been consult- 
ing with Secretary Humphrey and the 
executive committee. Members of the 
committee think that the fight is the fleld 
against General McAlpin of New York, 
with the’chances in favor of McAlpin. 

Among the visiting statesmen who at- 
tracted most attention were Governor 
Brown of Rhode Island, Governor Nelson 
and ex-Governor Merriam of Minnesota, 
ex-Governor Moody of Oregon, and the 
officers of state leagues. 

Senators Carter and Dubois are eagerly 
sought after, as they are recognized as the 
leaders of the silver movement, and all 
western delegates want to meet them. 
The silver enthusiasts are greatly disap- 
pointed over the attitude of the mountain- 
eers and the colored men from the south. 

The southern delegates say the Demo- 
crats of the southern states are dividing 
on the silver question, and they want 
nothing done at this convention on that 
question, and that if the issue is forced 
they will vote with the eastern and othe: 
delegates against free silver, s0 as to have 
an issue against the Democrats that wiil 
break the old lines of race prejudice. The 
southern delegates are for a policy of ex- 
pediency, and say the old Whig element 
of the south is for “sound money” as well 
as tor protection, and that the solid south 
can be broken by the Republicans declar- 
ing plainly in favor of both these princi- 
ples. 

Pennsylvania's Interests, 

The Pennsylvania dele gates are co-oper- 
ating with the Tariff league, and work- 
ing with the southern delegates for pro- 
tection and “sound money” without re- 
gard to the contest for president of the 
National league. The southern states are 
more largely represented than in former 
years. There isa movement to avoid any 
decisive action whatever now on the 
tariff, silver or other disputed questions, 
and they hold the annual meeting next 
year, after the Republican national, so a 
toavoid embarassment of anticipated ac 
tion on issues that are to be contested. 

There are here now leading Republicans 
who have never attended league meetings 
before and who are here in the interest of 
McKinley, Reed, Allison and others for 
president. D. D Woodmansee, president 
of the Ohio league, withdrew as a candi- 
date for national president because of Mc- 
Kinley’s candidacy for president, and now 
the Ohio delegation does not know what 
todo. The eastern men insist on them 
supporting General McAlpin, and the 
western delegates threaten to remember 
such action against McKinley. Mark A. 
Hanna, Congressman Burton and others 
are trying to see what is the best thing to 
do for McKinley. 

Chauncey M. Depew is expected tonight, 
and will be forced to speak, although he 
will remain here but a short time. Miss 
Helen Boswell of New York was the first 
lady delegate to arrive and the only one 
from the erst. In the western states 
ladies as delegates are not so rare,

A FORECLOSURE FILED 


New Phase In the Whisky Trust 
Litigation at Chicago, 


Officials Will Show Where 
Money Was Spent. 


Contesting Counsel Air Their Eloquence In 
Masterly Manner. 


CuHicaGco, June 19.—Some of the evt 
dence to be used in the Whisky trust cases 
has been taken before a master in chan 
cery here, but when Greenhut and ex-Sec 
retary Hennessy were called, nothing 
could be elicited from them. 

The attorneys for the trust, however, did 
not care so much for this, as they claim te 
have everything in their possession neces 
sary to make out a case against Greenhut 
and the others, and will spring their evi- 
dence at the propertime. In tie mean 
time they have their letters and telegram, 
locked up where they are secure. The 
show, it issaid, where hundreds of thou 
sands of dollars of trust money has gone, 
to whom it was paid and how it went. 


J. B. GREENHUT, 


Pursuant toa determination to hasten 
the judicial sale of the trust property, the 
reorganization committee summoned to 
its relief an officer of the United States 
court, Receiver MeNulta. ‘This official, 
through his attorney, presented a petition 
rehearsing his appointment to office ane 
the reasons why he considered the sale no. 
alone judicious, but necessary. In this 
petition Receiver McNulta made admis- 
sions contrary to his previous statements 
concerning the estate. He said he is meet- 
ing with exceedingly sharp competition in 
the conduct of the business; that he be- 
lieved the distilleries should be closed 
from July 1 to Oct. 1; that the Cattle 
Feeding contracts could not be renewed by 
himto good profit; that enormous ex- 
pense for rentals, insurance and service 
would be incurred in that time and that 
the properties would be injured during the 
period named. 

For the Central Trust company Edwin 
Walker dismissed his bill for foreclosure 
of the trust property. This renewed the 
original bill, amendments, demurrers, etc., 
fromthe case. Mr. Walker, though, filed 
another bill praying the appuintment of a 
receiver, which has the same purport. It 
was filed on behalf of Charles Lindsley. 
owner of 100 shares of stock. 

Tilt Between the Legal Lights. 

After the “delay’’ bills were out of the 
way the petition of the receiver was read. 
To this Attorney Judah made vigorous 
objection on behalf of Nelson Morris. He 
demanded that the rece?ygr make @ Co 
tailed exhibit of the assefs“in his poss s- 
sion. Mr. Walker made a similar protest. 
These tactics annoyed the reorganization 
interests, and one of the attorneys, witha 
spectacular wave of his arm, said to Mr. 
Judah: ‘‘We don’t care to be bothered by 
such musquitoes.”” Mr. Judah retorted: 
“Well, the musquitoes are very much 
present, and you may be made to feel their 
bills before you are through.” 

The answer to the petition for the ju- 
dicial sale, made by Mr. Greenhut, was 
then taken up. Before considering it in 
detail counsel for the reorganization com- 
mittee gave the history of the litigation in 
which the trust has been involved since 
the receivership. The point was made 
that J. B. Greenhut, in his first bill for a 
receiver, asked for the sale to which he is 
now objecting. The terms of the proposed 
sale were then discussed and the reorgan- 
ization committee stated that it desired 
that the property should bring the largest 
price possible. 

Attorney Paxton of Cincinnati, repre- 
se iting the Union and two other distill- 
eries leased to the trust, made a state- 
ment of his case to the court, and told 
how his properties had been dismantled 
and practically destroyed. He asserted, 
however, that he earnestly desired a ju- 
dicial sale, and wished to place no ob- 
stacles in the way of such a plan. 

Continuing, the reorganization counsel 
said: “This answer tothe petition for a 
judicial sale is made by a man who was 
removed from the receivership because he 


“admitted to this cgurt that he had sold 


150,000 shares of the company’s stock short 
when he was conniving and preparing the 
scheme for wrecking the estate. He is 
today short of the stock and this fight is a 
“bear” move. It is a  stock-jobbing 
scheme, pure and simple, and has been 
such from the beginning.” 

The conditions and benefits of the sale 
were discussed at length. It is thought 
that the decision will be reached before 
July. 

Seeking Control of Suez Canal. 

MANCHESTER, June 19.—The Guardian 
is informed that the government of Russia 
is about to give instructions to its agents 
in Paris to purchase all of the shares of 
the Suez canal it is possible to obtain in 
the market. The imperial treasury at St. 
Petersburg, according to this statement, 
has allotted £20,000,000 ($100,000,000) with 
which to acquire the desired shares within 
the next three vears.

SEWER HEARING. 


The City Council Listen to Public 


Discussion. 


$400,000 THE SUM INVOLVED. 


The Acceptance of the Act to be 
Submitted to Voters. 


A public hearing on the sewerage system 
was the important matter at the meeting 
of the City Council on Tuesday evening, 
many citizens participating. All members 
were present, 

The Mayor forwarded a claim of Mrs, 
Martha B, Newcomb, trustee, for $643, for 
damages to the property on the corner of 
Newcomb and Canal streets by leakage in 
the water pipes. To Committee op Claims, 

A petition was also received from James 
Kirwin for soldier’s relief. 

The election officers for Ward Three 
appointed by the Mayor were confirmed. 

An invitation was received from the 
Adams Academy trustees to attend the 
annual exercises for the gold medal at the 
First church, Monday, June 24, at 10.45 
A.M, 

A petition was received for a_ street 
light on the corner of Belmont street and 
Central avenue, and on the corner of High- 
land street and Central avenue, Referred 
to the executive department, 

Several petitions for minor licenses were 
received and referred. 

The Committee on Ordinances reported 
correctly engrossed the order appropriating 
$500 for building a wall at the rear of the 
Wollaston school, and the order was passed 
to be ordained. 

The Committee on Licenses reported 
favorable on several petitions for minor 
licenses which were adopted. 

The Committee on Ordinances reported 
correctly engrossed the order appropriating 
$4,000 for rebuilding Adams street between 
Whitwell street and Furnace brook. 

Councilman Rice moved to lay the order 
on table until next meeting, as he did not 
desire to see the order killed and as the 
vote was close and he thought some of 
those opposed might change their minds. 
The motion prevailed. 

Councilman Adams offered an order to 
raise by taxation $178,000 together with 
$2 for each poll. To Committee on 
Finance. 

Councilman Lamb offered an order 
granting a license to sell fireworks to Joho 
R. Kane on Granite street, which was 
adopted.

States Grand jurors and as Petite jurors :

Sparrow, 
Samuel Oxford and Theodore B. Thomas, 
Sewer Hearing, 

From eight until ten o'clock a public 
hearing was given relative to the sewer act 
passed by the Legislature of 1895, which 
will be submitted to the voters July 9. 

Chairman Rice of the Sewer Committee 
explained tne bill. It was very similar to 
the act of two years age, but wider in its 
scope, providing that the disposal may be 
into the Boston sewer at Squantum or at 
Nut Island. That the City Council shall 
determine later the system of payment. 
lt authorizes an expenditure of $400,000 
payable within 40 years at a rate of interest 
not exceeding five per cent. Engineers 
Branch and Whitman had had the assist- 
ance of Mr. Noyes of the State Board and 
the gentlemen would explain the system, 

Engineer Branch claimed his system was 
an advance over that of Engineer Blake 
in that it required but one pumping station 
where two was contemplated. By changing 
the location from the city farm to a point 
just north of Merry Mount park it would 
collect by gravity the sewage of practically 
all of the city. Either of the outfalls sug- 
gested were feasible. Otherwise the 
system was the same as Mr. Blake’s, 

Mr. Noyes read an exhaustive report, 
He had examined the various plans pro- 
posed from time to time. It was necessary 
he said to have several points of discharge 
or collect at one point and pump. The 
State Board would be against a great dis- 
charge either into the Neponset river or 


Town river bay, therefore the scheme now 


proposed seemed the most feasible and had 
his endorsement. The location of the 
pumping station was well selected. He 
recommended the enlargement of some of 
the intercepting sewers. It would be nec- 
essary to drain the Quincy Point district 
by gravity into Bent’s creek. He esti- 
mated the cost of intercepting sewers at 
$199,767 80. The additional 24 miles of 
street mains could be built for $6,000 per 
mile. The pumping plant would cost 
$41,000, the force mains $51,000, the land 
damages $27,30C, and the intercepting 
sewers $199,767 8U ; a total of $319,067.80. 
The Moon Island outfall was preferable if | 
favorable terms could be made with 
Boston. 

Solicitor Blackmur in reply to a query as 
to the Boston assessment said Quincy 
would be taken in for considerably less 
than $2,000 per year. Where Boston 
emptied 71 millions of gallons daily 
Quincy would not empty one million, One 
seventy-first of the cost would be less than 
$1,000. Contract would probably be for 
five years. What Boston received would | 
be clear profit, as the addition would not 
be perceptible.

city. Did not expect favorable terms from 
Boston. To Councilman Bryant he said 
he favored sewer for the Centre only. 

A. L. Baker gave an example of the 
great cost to many for cleaning out ceas- 
pools which filled within a month. 

Ex-Councilman Fallon said 24 miles 
would not begin to cover the city. It was 
not right to tax all for the accommodation 
of even two-thirds. In Engineer Blake’s 
retraction we had an example of the 
smal! value of expert opinions. 

In reply toa query Mr. Whitman said 
the city now had 65 miles of water mains. 

H. H. Faxon raised the calamity cry of 
depreciating estates, and burdensome 
taxes. 

George F. Pinkham thought now was 
the time fora sewer system. It is more 
than a matter of expense. It is a matter, 
of life or death. We expect it will cost. 
Mr. Faxon says he is taxed $450,000, but a 
reputable gentlemen stood ready to give 
his bond to take the whole property at 
twice the figure, ; 

Mr. Faxon—He can have it. 

Mr. Pinkham continuing—The Board of 
Health say we must have sewers. The 
physicians say we must. He expected a 
large majority for sewers July 9. 

Dr. John A. Gordon couldn’t conceive 
that anyone would raise his voice against a 
sewer system, It had been put off too 
long. Quincy was a large city, and refuse 
had been thrown into the soil for a great 
many years, There was a limit to the 
amount it would absorb. The balance de- 
composed and rendered the air unhealthy. 
A dry soil was the only healthy one in very 
hot weather. It did not matter whether 
the city paid the whole or one-half the 
cost. There was no more expensive thing 
than sickness and death. Much of this 
was due to bad sanitary condition. System 
of sewerage was a cheap thing to offset 
this, 

Mr. Faxon asked if the death rate of 
Quincy was any larger than Boston or 
other cities, / 

Dr. Gordon did not give a direct answer; 
but said Quincy was very favorably sit 
ated to be drained. We should make it as 
healthy as possible. 

J. Q. A. Field said a sewerage system 
had got to come, but he queried whether it 
was time, Genera] taxation would not be 
fair. The water works had cost double 
what they ought, and were costing today 
teo much to maintain and extend. Twenty- 
four miles of sewers would not satisfy 65 
miles of water-takers. The sam of $400,- 
000 would not construct system for whole 
city. Don’t start with a system of 25 miles 
when the city needs 50 miles. We should 
start right; decide whether the work should 
be by contract or day labor; and see that 
taxes are not oppressive. 

G. F. Pinkham thought there was a lee- 
way in the estimated cost. The limit was 
$400,000 and the estimate $319,000. 

* Councilman Pinkham explained the pro- 
visions for delay of payment of assessment 
on unimproved land. 

The hearing closed at 10 o’clock.

-AIDLAW WON. 


Russell Sage Must Settle With Him to the Tune 
of $40,000 

New York, June 19.—The fourth trial 
of the suit of William R. Laidlaw against 
Russell Sage for $50,000 ended yesterday 
when the jury brought in a verdict in the 
plaintiff's favor for $40,000. The suit was 
for damages alleged to have been sus- 
tained by Laidlaw on acceunt of Sage 
using him as a shield against Dynamiter 
Norcross’ bomb. 

Colonel James summed up for the de- 
fence, telling the jury that they should 
decide the case on the evidence. Then 
Joseph H. Choate began for the plaintiff. 
He had a Bible in his hand and he began 
his addresg by reading from it the parable 
of Dives and Lazarus. 

During Mr. Choate’s address District 
Attorney Fellows came into court, and 
the former said: ‘I wish Colonel Fellows 
had this case, not I; he knows how to deal 
with such men as Sage. What does this 
man care for a jury?’’ sarcastically said 
Mr. Choate. 

“Who was it Sage called ‘scruff’ when 
he was on the stand. Why, gentlemen, it 
was one of the jury. What respect has 
he for the decision of a jury when he said 
on the stand he would carry the case to the 
United States supreme curt. 

“Why, gentlemen,” said Mr. Choate, 
“since these trials have begu» I have fre- 
quently received anonymous letters threat- 
ening me if I did not give up the case, but 
I never will retire from it until I see jus- 
tice is done the defendant.” 

“This poor mangled being, Laidlaw, 
for the past four years has been carrying 
on a fight against this financial monster, 
Sage. If I had known the attitude Sage 
would have taken in this case I would 
have made the claim for $100,000 instead o1 
$50,000.” 

The case was given to the jury at 3:07, 
and at 4:12 they returned with the verdict. 


Sweden and Norway. 


STOCKHOLM, June 19.—In an interview 
here with Count Ludwig Douglas, the 
newly sppointed Swedish minister of 
foreign affairs, he said he hoped the Swedes 
and Norwegians in the United States 
would dwell together in peace, unmindful 
of the bitter fight some of their country- 
men in Norway are keeping up. Sweden, 
he added, wanted peace, and would do 
anything to maintain it. The Swedish 
ministry are opposed to the Norwegians 
having a separate foreign ministry, but 
the Scandinavian foreign minister migh. 
be either a S-vede or a Norwegian. Fur- 
ther than that they would not go. 


Pope Must Be an Italian. . 

Lonpon, June 19.—A dispatch from 
Rome contains an interview with a pre- 
late at the Vatican anent Cardinal Gib 
bons and the papacy. The prelate said 
that unless Cardinal Gibbons happened té 
be in Europe at the moment of Pope Leo's 
death, it would be impossible for him to 
share in the election by the conclave. An 
absent cardinal had never been elected 
pope. It was virtually certain that no 
foreigner would be elected. 


Action on Manitoba’s Schools. 

LONDON, Ont., June 19.—The Manitoba 
school question was before the Presby 
terian general assembly and the Anglical 
synod of Huron at their sessions here. 
Strong resolutions were introduced in 
both bodies demanding that the federal 
government ask no remedial order nor 
interfere with the government of Mani- 
toba in its disposition of this case and to 
the welfare of the provinces. — Ss.

SOUTHAMPTON, June 19.—Thirteen of 
the crew of the Ailsa have left that boat 
in resentment of the refusal of her master 
to remove part of the lead from her keel.

THERE 18 no question but that the 
entrance of Quincy into the Metropolitan 
water system would involve an expense 
of over $300. Such being the fact, was not 
the order of Councilman Adaws illegally 
adopted by the City Council on June 10 ? 
Section 16 of the City charter says, ** every 
such ordinance, order, resolution or vote 
shall be read twice, with an interval of at 
least three days between the two readings, 
before being finally passed, and the vote 
upon its final passage shall be taken by 
roll call.” 

The resolution of Mr. Adams was read 
but once and was declared passed by a vote 
of 12 to 10. If illegally passed it opens 
the way for any taxpayer to secure an in- 
junction when the asséssment is levied. 
Better try again. The resolution may not 
be as successful another time, 


Tue sum of $33,000 was at first re- 
garded as sufficient to build a pumping 
station for the sewer system, a structure 
which would answer all practical needs.

The emperor has sent an autograph let- 
ter to Prince Windisch-Graetz warmly 
thanking him for his self-sacrificing de- 
votion to the country and its interests, 
and conferred upon him the Grand Cross 
of the Order of St. Stephen. He also sent 
gracious letters, and has conferred deeora- 
tions upon the other retiring ministers. 

The emperor has requested Marquis de 
Bacquehem, minister of the interior in the 
late Austrian cabinet, to hold himself at 
the emperor's service. This is supposed to 
indicate that he will be the next premier

George entered the bank 
and pointed a gun at the cashier's head. 
The cashier sounded a burglar alarm, 
whereupon the sheriff and several depu- 
ties captured George and Hutch, who were 
in the bank, while several deputies easily 
captured Kenneday and McFarland, who 
Were on watch outside the bank building. 


For Free Coinage. 

Des MOINES, June 20.—The Prohibition 
convention nominated the following state 
officers: For governon, Frank Bacon; 
lieutenant governor, E. P. Atwood; su- 
preme court judge, J. W. Rogers. The 
resolutions declare for woman suffrage; 
for the free coinage of silver and gold at 
the ratio of 16 to 1; the government owner- 
ship and operation of railways; the re- 
vision of immigration laws; for Sunday 
observance; public schools and unalter- 
able opposition to any diversion from the 
fund of maintenance of sectarian schools 
and for the income tax. They denounce 
the mulct law, and the Republican party 
as the author of the law.

WASHINGTON, June 20.—The net in- 
trease of receipts at all postoffices through- 
outthe country during the year ending 
March 31, 1895, was $1,739,953. The total 
aoumber of presidential offices is 3166. The 
salaries of 1057 postmasters are increased 
and 893 decreased. The gross increase of 
receipts was $1,894,092 and gross decrease 
$154,139,

FATHERLAND PRAISED 


At the Formal Opening of the Great 
Kiel Fete at Hamburg. 


Emperor William and Other 
Sovereigns Present. 


Iren Armored Might Which Ghould Serve as a 
Symbol of Peace. 


HAMBURG, June 20.—Shortly before 7 
o’clock last evening the banquet \) the 
great hall of the Rathus began €2 his 
hall, although not quite finished, }@ cen 
especially decorated and upholster 4 for 
the occasion, and it presented a most 
brilliant aspect. 

The emperor, wearing the same garde 
du corps uniform and Order of the Black 
Eagle as he wore upon alighting from the 
train at the railroad station, entered the 
hall accompanied by Burgomaster Leh 
man, in his picturesque robe af office, with 
the white ruffles worn by his precursors of 
the 1fth century, reproduced in many his- 
torical pictures on the walls of the Rathus. 

There was a loud fanfare of trumpets as 
the emperor walked to the head of the 
table. The number of guests at his ma- 
jesty’s table was 64, and the total number 
of guests, including the members of the 
diplomatic corps who dined in a separate 
room, was 600, 

The varied uniforms of the guests, the 
contrasting colors, the profusion of mil- 
itary and other decorations and the gen- 
eral aspect of stately magnificence and 
power presented a splendid spectacle. 

Burgomaster Lehman, in proposing a 
toast, dwelt upon the canal as the work of 
the emperor and the empire. It was a 
memorable day for Hamburg, since the 
Elbe, the city’s life-giving artery, had re- 
ceived a second mouth in a second sea. 
The waves of the North sea would hence- 
forth mingle on its shores with the waves 
of the Baltic. He desired to thank the 
foreign representatives Whose presence 
symbolized the international significance 
of the canal. He then concluded: 

“We desire to thank the originators of 
this splendid work, and to thank the em 
peror and the the empire, and we desire 
that all the hopes which bound the new 
undertaking shall be realized. We trust 
that our honored guests will be fortunate 
in their first passage through the canal 
aud in the joyful fetes at Kiel. We also 
wish that the empress, whose absence we 
here so keenly deplore, may there be able 
to participate in renewed health.” 

Kaiser Expresses His Feelings. 


Responding to Burgomaster Lehman’s 
toast, Emperor William said: “I am 
deeply touched at the words I haye just 
heard, and am deeply touched aboye all by 
the reception which Hamburg has extened 
tome. Lrecognize therein the outward 
sign of the pulse beat of our whole Ger 
man people, Which is proud of seeing the 
newly united German empire represented 
by its princes and illustrious guests. Ac 
cept for this my most hearty thanks, and 
let this be interpreted also as my thanks 
to the people of Hamburg. 

“Such moments as we experience today 
carry our memories backward, and in par- 
ticular, awaken memories in a grateful 
guise. We must turn our thoughts, in 
mingled gratitude and sadness, to the 
great emperor who has passed away, and 
to his most glorious son, under whom the 
work to which you have just alluded was 
realized. 

“We are uniting two seas and to the sea 
our thoughts are directed—to the sea, the 
symbol of the infinite. The seas do not 
divide—they connect. The connecting 
seas are being made, by this work, a new 
arm for the blessing and peace of the na 
tions. The iron armored might which is 
assembled in Kiel harbor should at the 
same time serve as a symbol of peace, and 
of the co-operation of all European civil- 
ized peoples to the advancement and 
maintenance of Europe's mission of ciyil- 
ization. 

“We have cast a glance upon the eternal 
sea. Let us now direct our looks to the 
sea of the peoples hearts. All nations up- 
lift themselves to us here today witha 
questioning look. They need and desire 
peace. In peace alone can the world’s 
commerce expand. In peace alone can it 
thrive, and peace we shall and will up- 
hold.” 

Imperial Family Present, 

The kaiser and the imperial family ar- 
rived here in the morning, accompanied 
by several state dignitaries. A company 
of the Hamburg regiment rendered mili- 
tary honors at the station, where also the 
entire senate and burgomasters of the re- 
public and Hanse city of Hamburg were 
in attendance. 

All of the German rulers, with the ex- 
ception of the kaiser, drove through the 
principal streets to the harbor, where they 
viewed the assembled warships. They 
were continually cheered by the people 
who lined the route. 

The emperor drove through the city in 
an open carriage with outriders. The im- 
perial carriage was peeceded by a section 
of the Wandsbeck Hussars, the remainder 
of which followed a second carriage con- 
taining the imperial prinves. Following 
these carriages were a pumber of vehicles 
in which rode the emperor's suite, 


After Many Months.

Kerngood, who so mysteriously 
disappeared from a train between Chicago 
and New York last October, was found 
yesterday near this place. His relatives 
spent hundreds of dollars in search of 
the missing man, but could get no trace of 
him.

The Topmost Topic of Discussion by 
Republican League Delegates, 


Issue Will Not Be Forced by 
the Southrons. 


They See a Possible Chance For Winning Over 
the Olé Whig Element. 


CLEVELAND, June 20.—The opening ses- 
sion of the eighth national convention of 
Republican clubs adjourned at 1 p. m. 
yesterday until 10 a. m. today, after dis- 
posing of all preliminaries and routine 
matters. 

The committee on time and place se- 
lected Milwaukec as the place for the next 
national convention, and referred the se- 
lection of the date of the next national 
convention to the executive board, with 
instructions to select any date after that 
of the Republican convention. 

The presidential booms have been looked 
after carefully. The Iowa delegates keep 
open house for Allison, and the Hoosiers 
are quietly keeping Harrison in mind, 
while the New England delegates use the 
Blaine tactics for Reed. Mark A. Hanna, 
who is close to McKinley, has been keep- 
ing open house at his mansion all week. 

The feature of the day was the silver 
fight before the committee on resolutions. 
The committee organized at 4p. m., with 
Congressman J. B. Robinson of Pennsy}- 
vania as chairman and H. D. Knowles of 
Delaware as secretary. The-organization 
was against the silverites, but the latter 
were not discouraged, and opened up the 
fight from the start. 

There was no discussion of the tariff or 
any other issues in the committee except 
that of the silver plank, and no differ- 
ences of opinion existed in the committee 
of 46 members except on the silver ques- 
tion. Nearly all the members of the com- 
mittee were instructed on the silver ques- 
tion by their respective state delegations, 
so that it will not be difficult to adopt a 
report, 

Trumbo’s Trump. 

Seldom has so much interest been mani- 
fested in a convention of the League of 
Republican clubs as in the one which has 
convened in Music hall. The great promi- 
nence of the money question, the uncer- 
tainty of the presidential nomination situ- 
ation and the promised contest for the 
head of the league ticket, all combine to 
make the occasion one of much more than 
ordinary interest. 

The prettiest fight in the convention 
promises to be over the silver question. 
Ata caucus of silver men Chairman Tom 
Carter of the national committee and Sen- 
ator Dubois of Idaho, were constituted 
champions of the silver cause and commis- 
sioned to fight for it until the last ditch 
was reached. 

There was another conference of the free 
silver men yesterday morning. Delegates 
from Colorado, Utah, Arizona, Washing- 
ton, Nevada, Wyoming, Idaho and New 
Mexico were present. Isaac Trumbo of 
Utah presented the following resolution, 
which will go into the convention and 
precipitate the fight on the money ques- 
tion: 

Resolved, That the Republican party (or- 
ganized to preserve the unity of the United 
States, and continued for the sole object of pro- 
tecting the people thereof and maintaining 
their prestige as American citizens among the 
nations of the earth) is by its traditions com- 
mitted to a financial policy designed to con- 
serve the best interests of all our people and 
their varied industries and to give to the debtor 
equal rights with the creditor; therefore, the 
Republican party is unalterably committed to 
the restoration of the bimetallic standard as it 
existed in this country prior to 1873, namely, 
the free and unlimited coinage of silver at the 
ratio of 16 to 1. 

Silverites Are Weak. 

The surprise of the convention is the 
manifest weakness of the free-silver senti- 
ment. It had been expected that the 16 
to 1 people would have considerable 
strength among the delegates from the 
south, and the entire Mississippi valley 
was looked upon as very hopeful ground 
by the silverites. In striking contrast 
with this expectation of the silverites, is 
the condition as exhibited in the conyen- 
tion. 

The delegations from all the southern 
states are larger this year than they have 
been at any previous convention of the 
league, and the very best element in the 
Republican party in those states is repre- 
sented. Almost without exception these 
southern delegates are against free silver. 

Leading members of the delegations 
from Arkansas, Louisiana, Tennessee and 
Georgia have given assurance that the 
votes of those states would be cast solidly 
against a free ailver plank. The same is 
true of Nebraska, Kansas, Minnesota and 
Iowa. 

The southern delegates take a strong 
position in relation to the issue. The 
southern Democrats, they say, are for free 
silver, and the Republicans from that sec- 
tion can gain nothing on that issue, while 
with protection at the front they standa 
reasonable chance of winning over the old 
Whig element and carrying some of the 
southern states, 

The fact is the free silver sentiment ap- 
pears to be almost confined to delegates 
from the Rocky Mountain and Pacific 
coast states. They are the only men who 
are earnestly seeking an indorsement of a 
16 to 1 plank, and the situation is so over- 
whelmingly against them that even they 
will not be much dissatisfied with a com- 
promise which will pass the whole cur- 
rency question over in silence. 

lt is possible this will be the outcome of 
the matter. A considerable element of 
the convention appears to think this is the 
best solution of the difficulty. The 
chances now seem to be in fayor of a 
sound money plank, however, and a de- 
claratiou for bimetalism.

HOME PROTECTORS. 


Mission of the W. C. T. U. Explained by Presi- 
dent Frances E. Willard. 


Lonpon, June 20.—The third biennial 
convention of the World’s Woman's Chris- 
tian Temperance union opened in this 
city’ yesterday. Miss Frances E. Willard 
presided. 

There was a very large attendance. 
Lady Henry Somerset delivered an ad- 
dress of welcome, after which Miss Wil- 
lard addressed the convention, ib part, as 
follows: 

‘*Weare here because we are teetotalers; 
because we believe in prohibition, because 
we are opposed to the exhibition of unclad 
women under the guise of living pictures, 
because we would enfranchise women, be- 
cause we seek the protection of the home. 

“We used to say intemperance was the 
cause of poverty; now we have completed 
the circle of truth by saying poverty causes 
intemperance, and that the underpaid, un- 
der-sheltered, wage-earning teetotaler de- 
serves a thousand times more credit than 
the teetotaler who is well paid, well fed 
and well shelterad. 

“Probably no single proof has been 
given this year that is a better offset to 
the misleading statements of the liquor 
men than the fact that the legislature of 
the state of Maine, where the prohibitory 
law has been in operation 44 years, de- 
cided on the test vote that the law should 
be retained. 

“It is now proposed to go to Norway for 
the purpose of studying the Norwegian 
system of handling the liquor traffic, and 
of presenting the polygot petition for the 
international suppression of opium and 
liquor traffics to the King of Sweden.” 

In the afternoon a memorial service was 
held, at which Miss Willard delivered an 
address eulogistic of the prominent white 
ribboners who had passed away during the 
year, Mrs. Mary A. Woodbridge of Ohio, 
Mrs. Ella Williams of Montreal, Mrs. 
Mary T. Lathrop of Michigan, Mrs. Dem- 
orest of New York, Rey. A. J. Gordon of 
Boston, Mrs. Jane Staples of Indian Terri- 
tory and John M. Stearns of New York.

HOME RULE FOR CUBA 
May Be Offered by Spain If Insurgents 
Will Quit Fighting, 


Mother Country In Need of 
Men and Money. 


Non-Combatants and Property Equally Re- 
spected by Both Sides. 


Boston, June 21.—That Cuba will be 
granted a measure of autonomy by the 
mother or stepmother country, rather than 
to let her achieve her independence, is now 
regarded as certain by those who know 
General Campos, and are on the inside as 
concerns the opinions of the business men 
and non-combatants of the island, 

E. P. McDonough of Boston has just re- 
turned from the island. He has had ex 
ceptional advantages for knowing all 
about the island, her people and the con- 
ditions of the rebellion. In an interview 
Mr McDonough said, among other things: 

“Havana doesn’t know anything about 
the war that is veing carried on down in 
Santiago. Business is good and everthing 
points toa 

Successtnl Year For the Merchants. 

“At the same time the revolutionists 
have the best of it where they are making 
their fight, and it isnow common property 
that large concessions will be granted by 
Spain to bring the war to an early closa. 

“General Campos is thought well of by 
the Cubans as well as the Spanish. I 
don’t think a hair in his head would be 
touched if he was to fall into the hands of 
the insurrectionists. 

“Spain needs money badly, and she 
needs men still more. The troops now 
there are sick, half-starved, unpaid and are 

Deserting to the Enemy, 

“General Antonia Macco is at or about 
Manzallia with the colored insurrection- 
ists, while General Gomez with the white 
troops are to the north in the vicinity of 
Puerto Principe. The insurgents are well 
armed with repeating rifles and machetes 

“The Cubans are not committing any 
depredations, but are apparently most 
anxious to save any waste or unnecessary 
loss to property owners. Nor do the regu- 
lar troops maraud or needlessly pillage. 
The insurrectionists take horses and guns, 
but nothing else, and respect property so 
that even in Santiago business is carried 
on as usual, and business there is good 
besides.” 

McDonough also states that he was in 
formed that $10,000,000 of American money 
is now at stake at Santiago through the 
lack of an American war vessel. While 
other nations have war vessels there, he 
said, the United States did not have one 
two weeks ago, at the time he left. 

McDonough said he knew that Marti 
was dead beyond the shadow of a doubt 
He was killed on the west bank of the 
river at Remaugaunos, a point between 
Santiago de Cuba and Bayamo. 

The Cubans, McDonough thinks, are 
stronger than their opponents, though 
less in number. They are more active 
and possesses greater endurance. He 
thinks the end will probably come soon, 
especially since the Spanish soldiery are 
not only disaffected on account of money 
troubles between them and the govern- 
ment, but the climate and disease are 
doing fatal work among them. 


Fight With a Maniac. 

SPRINGFIELD, June 21.—Thomas Flana- 
gan, 28,an inmate of the insane ward at 
the city almshouse, died there under 
peculiar circumstances, Early Monday 
morning Burt Findley, the keeper, who 
was making his usual morning rounds, 
entered Flanagan’s room, when the latter 
sprang upon him, inflicting acruel injury. 
Then began a struggle for life on the 
keeper’s part. At last he struck the 
lunatic over the head with a chamber ves- 
sel, knocking him unconscious. Flanagan 
wastaken sick soon afterward and died 
Tuesday night. Medical Examiner Breck 
viewed the body yesterday, and said the 
man died from a neryous shock brought 
about by the fight. ae 


Dedham's Celebration. 

DEDHAM, June 21.—Yesterday was a red 
letter day here, for the shire town of Nor- 
folk county again dedicated its court- 
house, newly remodeled and now a beauti- 
ful and shapely structure of granite, while 
the county of Norfolk celebrated its 102d 
birthday. It was a great day for Dedham, 
proud of its nearly 260 years of existence, 
and for the county that has given so 
many prominent men to the state and na- 
tion. From various sections of the state 
eime leading men, who took active part 
in the ceremonies. 


Warned Out. 

Boston, June 21.—The state house com- 
missioners yesterday submitted a letter of 
warning to the executive council for the 
entire vacation of the Bulfinch building 
The adjutant general, the assistant ser 
geant-at-arms, the commissioner of proy- 
ince laws, the board of registration, and 
eyen the barber shop are inyited to find 
other quarters. The document was ad- 
dressed to the governor and states that the 
lives of the occupants of the building are 
in danger until the work of tnderpinning 
walls is completed. 


Sons of Veterans Adjourn. 

FARMINGTON, Me., June 21.—The second 
day’s session of the 13th annual encamp- 
ment of the Sons of Veterans of Maine

EDITORIAL CORRESPONDENCE. TET and therefore print them in 


Massachusetts Press Entertained in 
Land of Evangeline. 


With the possible exception of the Cali- 
fornia trip, the members of the Massa- 
chusetts Press Association were never 
more hospitably entertained than last 
week in Nova Scotia. It was a hearty 
welcome at Yarmouth and Halifax, and 
all along the route, the invitations to stop 
over being too numerous for the limited 
scheduled time. It was possible to accept 
one or two and considerable pleasure was 
crowded into the few moments, 

The Yarmouth Steamship line, with 
four trips a week, offers a popular route to 
those who enjoy a sea voyage. A little 
rough weather is not objectionable and 
even the swell is preferable to a long ride 
in dusty, stuffy cars. We left Boston at 
noon on the 10th and it was a delightful 
sail out of the harbor. During the night 
we entered a fog which continued to 
envelope us at Yarmouth after our safe 
arrival. 

The Grand Hotel was our headquarters, 
and a credit to any city. The industries 
were visited during the morning, and in 
tbe afternoon the excursionists were the 
guests of the citizens, who took them for 
carriage drives. Our guide was William 
saw, M. P. P., formerly of Worcester, 
Mass., and we saw and learned much of

Late in the afternoon President Baker of 
the Yarmouth line and his estimable wife 
gave us a reception at his beautiful 
residence. 

In the evening the Yarmouth band sere- 
naded us, and later the citizens visited us 
atthe hotel. It was an enjoyable evening, 
enlivened with music, and light refresh- 
ments added to the sociability. 

in the morning we were off for Kentville. 
The Dominion Auantic railway, through 
the courtesy of whose management the 
party was enabled to enjoy the interior 
delights of the Land of Evangeline, is a 
notable example of what British capital 
and enterprise, combined with American 
ideas, can producein the way of quick 
and comfortable rail transportation. Its 
already famous express, the ** Flying Blue- 
nose,”’ as it has been happily named, is 
one of the finest trains in this country, It 
runs between Halifax and Yarmouth, con- 
necting at the latter point with every 
steamer for and from Boston, ranning as 
it does through the beautiful Annapolis 
valley and around the shores of Minas and 
Annapolis basins, presents to the eye of 
the tourist the very cream of Nova Scotia’s 
scenic attractions and most of its 
historic ones, 

One of the most beautiful books of sum- 
mer travel ever issued is that just out 
entitled ‘* Beautiful Nova Scotia,’’ and 
gotten out by the Yarmouth Steamship 
Compapvy.

The Jews divided the world into two 
classes of people—those who were Jews 
and those who were not .Jews, whom 
they called gentiles. They thonght that 
all of God’s grace and favor was reserv- 
ed for themselves alone. But in the in- 
cident narrated by Peter in our topical 
reference God taught them differently; 
that the gospel was to be preached and 
the Holy Ghost given to the gentiles as 
well as to the Jews) The middle wall 
of partition between them was fallen to 
the ground. Then was no more Jew and 
gentile, circumcision and uncircumcis- 
ion, but all men one in Jesus Christ. Jew 
and gentile for Christ meant the world 
for Christ. 

The world justly belongs to Christ. 
He made it, He sustains it, and He died 
for it. Christ died for the whole world 
and not for a part of it. This was the 
lesson that God taught Peter and the 
Jews. The benefits of the gospel were 
not to be confined to the Jews alone, but 
gentiles as well as Jews were to be the 
recipients of its blessings. Christ wants 
the world. He gave His disciples com- 
mand to preach the gospel throughout 
all the world. This should be sufficient 
for every Endeavorer. It should be our 
great joy and delight to satisfy all the 
desires of Christ, and particularly this 
desire for the salvation of the whole 
world. 

The world wants and needs Jesus 
Christ. No sooner had Peter seen the 
vision teaching him that the gospel 
was for the gentiles than three men 
stood before him ready to direct him to 
the place when the representatives of 
the gentile nation were ready to re- 
ceive him and the gospel “The world 
wants the gospel The time was when 
many parts of the world were closed to 
Christ, but it isno longer so. Every 
door is open, and from every clime and 
nation comes the Macedonian cry, 
**Come over and help us.’? The world 
is ready for Christ. Souls are hungry 
for the bread of life. Open doors, open 
hands, open hearts, stand ready to re- 
ceive Him. The world isready. Are we 
ready to send Christ to the world? The 
world needs Christ. He is the only one 
who can satisfy it. God has made the 
human soul for Himself, and it is rest- 
less until it rest in Him in Christ. 
There is no true peace until Christ 
speaks peace. He is the only one who 
can save the world, for there is salva- 
tion in none other. 

To win the world for Christ our worlds 
must be for Christ. We must have our 
affections centered upon Him alone and 
consecrate ourselves entirely to Him. 
We must be ready to sacrifice and deny 
ourselyes in order that we may send 
Christ to all the world.

Nalpa Sta- 
tion is 60 miles from Adelaide, on the 
shores of Lake Alexandria, and it is 
therefore cut off from the usual oppor- 
tunities for Christian fellowship. But 
the members of the household of Mr. 
Joseph Bonnin have organized them- 
selves into a Christian Endeavor soci- 
ety. This unique organization has been 
in existence for more than a year, and it 
has proved an entire success in develop- 
ing the Christian lives of its members 
and in promoting fellowship in the 
household. Six active members are now 
onthe roll This little society takes up 
a& missionary collection at every consecra- 
tion meeting, and in other ways does 
good work for those in the ‘‘regions be- 
yond.’’ There are three committees— 
prayer meeting, lookout and music.— 
Australian Christian World. 


Society and Pastor. 

If there is coolness between the pas- 
tor and the Christian Endeavor society, 
the first duty of the members is to in- 
quire what can be done to correct the 
evil It is not necessary to inquire who 
is chiefly responsible for it, the only 
question of practical importance being, 
How can good feeling be restored? If 
the members are desirous of accomplish- 
ing this end, they will find some way to 
do it. In any proper effort in that direc- 
tion they will find the pastor ready to 
meet them more than half way.—Na- 
tional Presbyterian.

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WRIGGLED OUT OF IT 


Republican League Stands Uncom- 
mitted on Financial Question. 


Left For National Convention 
to Act Upon. 


Gold Men Claim to Have Won While Silverites 
Are Equally Confident. 


CLEVELAND, June 21.—It was 11 o’clock 
before the convention of Republican clubs 
was called to order yesterday by President 
Tracy. The delegates were present in 
force, but there was a lack of interest on 
account of the overshadowing importance 
of the meeting of the committee on resolu- 
tions. 

The committee on rules reported that 
the rules formulated by Thomas B. Reed 
were good enough for them. 

The committee on resolutions consisted 
of 15 silyer men and 381 anti-silver men. 
The sub-committee of 11, to draft resolu- 
tions to submit to the full committee, had 
only two silver men—Dubois of Idaho and 
Allen of Utah. 

After this sub-commuiucee had worked 
all night on “An address to the people,” 
with the werld “‘resolved’’ omitted there- 
from, a committee of three on revision 
was selected, and the silver men claim 
they were not represented at all on the re- 
vision committee. 

The sub-committee adopted the report 
of the committee on revision, and the full 
committee met at2 p. m. to consider “The 
address to the people,” that had taken two 
days and one night for its preparation. 
The feature of the ‘“‘address’’ was that it 
covered everything in question except that 
of silver, which was entirely ignored. 
This was done to prevent a minority re- 
port on the silver question and a fight on 
the floor of the convention. 

When the full committee considered the 
“address” the anti-silver men opposed it, 
saying there had been more agitation here 
all week on the silver question than on all 
other things combined, and for the report 
to be silent only on that question would 
be cowardly and inconsistent. ‘The silver 
men were satisfled with the ‘‘address,”’ 
and had agreed to make no minority re- 
port and not to open the question on the 
floor of the convention in the event that 
the “address” was adopted. 

Their opponents, however, held that it 
was enough to concede eVerything to the 
west for the sake of harmony without *‘rub- 
bing itin.”” Some of the most ultra oppo- 
nents of free silver in the committee finally 
insisted, if the silver question was ignored 
entirely, that all other questions should 
be ignored. This plan pleased the western 
silverites better than ‘‘The address to the 
people.” 

The Makeshift. 

After indulging in the most bitter 
speeches for hours on the consideration of 
“The address to the people,”’ a new depart- 
ure was taken by Senator Patton of Michi- 
gan offering the following as a substitute 
for the report of the sub-committee: 

Whereas, section 16 of the constitution of the 
Republican league of the United State; says: 
“This league shall not in any manner endeavor 
to influence any national, state, county or 
municipality convention,” the delegates of the 
Republican league of the United States, in eon- 
vention assembled, do hereby renew their 
allegiance of the Republican party, and pledge 
their best efforts of the success of the candi- 
dates of that party, believing that this couven- 
tion has not instructions from the Republicans 
of the United States, or jurisdiction under our 
constitution, to frame party platforms, we 
hereby refer all resolutions in relation to the 
public questions to the Republican national 
convention of 1896, with entire confidence that 
its action will redound to the prosperity of 
our people and the continued glory and ad- 
vancement of the country. 

It was argued against the Patton substi- 
tute that the national league at other con- 
ventions had adopted recommendatory 
resolutions without the constitutional ob- 
jection ever being raised, and the adoption 
of the substitute would be accepted as a 
confession of this conyention’s inability to 
meet the silver issue. Although these ar- 
guments poured in hot and fast, and Chair- 
man Robinson of Pennsylvania left the 
chair to oppose it, yet the plan of ignoring 
everything gained such headway that the 
Patton substitute was adopted at 6:30 
p. m. without a dissenting @vice. 

“The address to the people” that was 
ruled out by the adoption of the Patton 
substitue reaffirmed the resolutions of 
prayious national league conventions, 

Who Wins? 

The suppression of any opinion on the 
financial question is regarded by the gold 
advocates as a victory, but the silver men 
do not so regard it by any means. They 
say that the single standard champions 
threatened to shut them off, and regard 
the fact that they have forced a non-com- 
mittal platform as a decided point gained, 
in view of the fact that, as they claim, the 
program originally was to adopt resolu- 
tions declaring uncompromisingly against 
the metal of the far western states. 

The roll of states was called for resolu- 
tions to be readand referred without de- 
bate. The call brought out resolutions by 
the score on every conceivable issue or 
topic. Those on the financial question 
were for the most part duplicates of those 
offered earlier in the day and referred by 
the bushel to the committee’s wastc 
basket. 

The committee on league work reported 
8 gratifying increase and rapidly growing 
interest in all parts of the country in club 
organizations. 

The rules were suspended and the con- 
vention proceeded to the election of offi- 
cers. George B. Green placed in nomina- 
tion General F. A. McAlpin for president 
of the National league. General McAlpin 
was elected president by acclamation.

Massachusetts, W. M. Crane; New Hamp 
shire, Charles H. Bartlett: Rhode Island, 
D. Russell Brown; Vermont, H. F, 
Parker. 

Good Fellowship. 

The banquet tendered the delegates at 
the Arcade last night was a brilliant af- 
fair. There were 1560 plates turned on the 
ground floor, while the four 
were filled with thousands of Spectators. 
The ladies were out en masse in evening 
dress, and the occasion, socially, was equal 
to a national inauguration ball. No hall 
could have afforded such facilities as the 
interior of the Arcade bullding.

Shooting Will Undoubtedly 
End in Death. 


Perpetrator Claims He Thought a Member of 
the Mafia Was Pursuing Him. 


Boston, June 22.—The West End was

ThE BUSINESS OUTLOOK 


Continues to Be Exceptionally Favorable In 
Nearly All Branches. 

New YORE, June 22.—Bradstreet’s today 
says: The feature of the business week is 
the customary check to activity in trading 
in staple articles of merchandise, due to 
the near approach of midsummer, with 
the accompanying stock-taking in some 
lines. 

In addition to this, perhaps the only 
other feature not pointing to improve- 
mentis the reaction of prices of cotton, 
coal, wheat flour, whagt, corn, oats, pork 
and lard from previous relatively high 
levels. In almost all other directions re- 
ports on the business situation and out- 
look are exceptionally favorable. 

Notwithstanding the reaction in the 
price of cotton, cotton goods in some in 
stances are higher, with the market quiet 
and likely to remain so until after July 1. 
Woolen goods are quiet, with mills fairly 
wellemployed where labor troubles have 
not interfered. Trading in wool has been 
very heavy. 

The remarkable strength of the demand 
for iron and steel continues, 
most striking feature. 

Another large bank clearings total from 
74 cities in the United States this week— 
$1,076,000,000—is evidence of the mainten- 
ance of arelatively large volume of trad- 
ing, as purely speculative transactions 
have declined in volume of late.

WHERE IS FERNALD? 


Possibility That He May Be Visiting 
the Granite State, 


Two Persons Think That They 
Saw Him. 


Relatives, However, Think the Missing Man 
Is #9 New York. 


Boston, June 24.—Two reports tending 
to trace the movements of the missing 
Oscar Fernald have been received by his 
parents at their home in Somerville. 

Both show opposite courses pursued by 
the bridegroom-elect, and, if either is true, 
an apparent reason might be easily as- 
signed for his journey to either destina- 
tion. 

A bicyclist, it is stated by Mrs. Fernald, 
who has recently returned from a trip 
into the northern part of New Hampshire 
to Somerville, told an intimate friend that 
he met a man in Durham, N. H., the 
Thursday following Fernald’s disappear- 
ance, who would answer to the description 
of Oscar. 

The cyclist stated that they both halted 
by the roadside and entered into conversa- 
tion. He asked the stranger his destina- 
tion and received an answer that he was 
bound for the northern part of the Granite 
state. 

Just From Somerville. 

He further asked him from whence he 
came. The stranger stated that he had 
left Somerville but a few days previous. 

Mrs. Fernald states that she was told 
that the bicyclist said that upon arriving 
in Boston he read of the disappearance of 
Oscar, and was immediately struck by the 
minute resemblance of the man he en- 
countered in Durham to the man described 
in the papers. 

Mrs. Fernald stated toa reporter that it 
might be possible that Oscar went to New 
Hampshire, as she has a sister living in 
Middleton, N. H. 

She has dispatehed a letter to her sister 
and is awaiting a reply. 

The other report states that a man saw 
Oscar on the road to Portsmouth. He 
was walking along the highway. The man 
who saw him did not know him at the 
time, but stated that the description which 
he later read of the missing man tallied 
with the description of the man he met on 
the highway.

Trolley Off. 

NEw BEDFORD, June 24.—About two 
miles from this city an electric car, con- 
taining 60 people, while going down a 
steep hill at terrific speed jumped the track 
and turned over, injuring 30 of the occu- 
pants, and at least one willdie. The car 
was demolished and the passengers thrown 
in every direction. The shock overturned 
the trucks and under gearing, and several 
persons were pinned to the earth.

New York, June 24.—The Cuban revo- 
lution wasthe subject of preludes to the 
services in the Eighteenth Street Method- 
ist church yesterday, Rey. Dr. Wilson 
having the following to say on the subject: 

“‘Bathed in sunshine, yet bedewed with 
tears and blood, 150 miles from our south- 
ern coast lies a land of flowers and beauty 
—s land of fair women and brave men— 
whose soil is red with the gore of children 
slain, and filled with mothers, sisters and 
wives bereft of those who died trying to 
free them from the heels of a despot. 

“The government of Spain in Cuba has 
been distinguished by cruelty of the most 
outrageous nature from the beginning to 
now. The deprivation of all creoles or 
native Cuban population of political, civil 
and religious liberty, exclusion from all 
public stations, combined with the heavy 
taxation necessary to maintain the largo 
standing army and navy of Spain and its 
corrupt officials, is only a part of Cuba’s 
wrongs. 

“In the present insurrection the burden 
rr left wholly to the negroes and 

xed races, but loyalty on the peninsula 
has cooied to such an extent that many 
men of Spanish birth are taking part in 
the presc -t uprising. No government that 
denies to the people educational, civil and 
religious liberty can be free from the re- 
bellion of its subjects. 

In Days Gone By. 

Dr. Wilson then recited the history of 
previous insurrections, and said that in 
1848 the sympathy of the people of the 
United States for Cubans was such that 
President Polk proposed to transfer Cuba 
to the United States by the payment to 
Spain of an indemnity of $100,000,000, 
This proposition was rejected, as was also 
a similar one made 10 years later. Dr. 
Wilson referred to Captain General Cam- 
pos as ‘a pledge breaker and murderer of 
men, women and children.” | 

In the evening sermon Dr. Wilson said 
that the Spanish government imposed a 
tax on the Cubans that was equal to W 
per cent of the country’s productions. The 
wrongs which drove the revolutionary 
fathers of 1776 to arms against the British 
crown if multiplied a hundred fold would 
be small compared to the wrongs of the 
Cubans. They are fighting for civil and 
religious liberty, and the pursuit of happi- 
ness, for the right to live in peace, and to 
enjoy the proceeds of their own labors. 

“Let us have done with Spanish dom- 
ination in America. It has been from the 
beginning a carnival of rapine and blood. 
Let the government of these United States 
recognize these Cubans as_ belligerents 
and receive their representative at Wash- 
ington as soon as they have a government 
to represent.” 


The Czar Displeased. 

St. PETERSUBRG, June 24.—The czar, in 
a@ conversation with a member of the for- 
eign office, expressed himself as displeased 
with the unworthy behavior of the Paris 
populace over the visit of the French fleet 
at Kiel. He added that he thought that | 
the ostentatious restraint of the French 
squadron did not accord with the inten- 
tion of President Faure and M. Hanotaux, 
the French foreign minister. His majesty 
referred in the heartiest way to Emperor 
William’s eminently peaceful speech, 
which, he declared, found a joyful echo in 
his own heart.

Rosebery’s Policy. 

On March 12, 1894, Prime Minister Rose- 
bery defined his policy to a meeting of 
Liberal leaders held in London. ‘The 

olicy of home rule,” he said, “will not be 
‘ess definitely pursued.” In regard to the 
house of lords, he said: ‘The conviction 
has long been forcing itself upon me that 
with the democratic suffrage which we 
now enjoy, a second chamber, constituted 
like the house of lords, is an anomaly.” 

This declaration aroused hopes on the 
part of the Radicals that the Rosebery 
government would offer measures for the 
abolition of the house of lords. Its failure 
todo so awakened much dissatisfaction in 
certain quarters. 

The other measures which iad been un- 
dertaken by the Gladstone ministry, Lord 
Rosebery said, the government would con- 
tinue to push forward. Tho course of the 
government on the subject of home rule 
was by no means satisfactory to the Irish 
members of parliament, and their support 
of the government on many measures ever 
since has been grudgingly given. 

The Scotch members, also, were many 
of them dissatisfied with the attitude of 
the government toward Scotch measures, 
and especially toward the Crofters bill. 

The Irish members were also estranged 
by the proposal of the government to erect 
a statue of Oliver Cromwell at Westmin- 
ster. 

The failure of the government has been 
considered inevitable for over a year, and 
ithas onl; been a question whether it 
should coine in a dissolution of parliament 
and an appeal to the country or in resig- 
nation, as has proved the case. 


Still For Annexation. 

HONOLULU, June 24.—The first legisla- 
ture under the republic was called to- 
gether on the 11th inst. The president’s 
message was read. It deals with many 
questions of local interest. In speaking 
of the annexation with the United States, 
the president says: ‘‘While the annexa- 
tion of this country to the United States of 
America has not been accomplished, it 
still remains the policy of the government. 
Its consummation will be earnestly 
sought, with an abiding faith that such 
aresult will be a lasting benefit to our 
country.” 


After Many Years. 

LAREDO, Tex., June 24.—Some years ago 
Benjamin Weil secured judgment for 
$400,000, the value of cotton confiscated 
in 1866 by General Cortina of Mexico. 
Mexico paid the money, and it was placed 
inthe United States treasury. It seems 
there are suspicions that the judgment 
was received on fraudulent repr senta- 
tions, andthe United States government 
is now suing the heirs of Weil for the 
money. 


Praise For Our Warships. 

KIEL, June 24.—Emperor William yes- 
terday visited the U.S. cruiser San Fran- 
cisco, flagship of the American squadron. 
He expressed his admiration of the Ameri- 
can warships present and his acknowl- 
edgement of their participation in the Kiel 
fetes.

A SOUND THRASHING 


Administered to Farmer Leonard by 
Whitecaps of Athol, 


Victim Alleged to Have 
Abused His Wife. 


Warning Had No Effect and He Is Now Under 
a Doctor’s Care. 


ATHOL, Mass., June 25.—Athol has had 
another visit from the whitecaps, this time 
at Riceville. At midnight five masked 
men made acall upon Farmer Judson B. 
Leonard, aged 45, lassoed him with a large 
strap, pulled him from bed, took him to 
the barn, dragged him around the yard, 
then strung him to a tree, and, after re- 
moving what few clothes he had on, gave 
him a terrible thrashing. 

Farmer Leonard presented a very sorry 
and much dilapidated appearance. Some 
time ago there was circulated reports that 
Leonard was unkind to his wife, and that 
he was accustomed to beat her. 

These stories came to the ears of some 
of the members of the whitecap band, and 
they 

Immediately Gave Him Notice 
that unless better reports were heard he 
would receive a visit from them, and that 
the call would not be a social one. 

It would seem that the whitecaps 
thought their warning did not have sufti- 
cient effect, for during the small hours of 
the night Leonard's slumbers were rudely 
disturbed. 

The whitecaps produced a strong strap, 
and haying fastened that securely about 
Leonard's neck they began a race around 
the yard, first one and then another taking 
turns at the burdensome end of the leather 
halter. 

After haying satisfied their craving for 
this sort of sport, they drew up in front of 
a large maple tree. 

Having securely fastened him, they re- 
moved what scanty clothing Leonard had 
on and proceeded to give him 

A Very Thorough Whipping. 

So effectual was this part of the work 
that Leonard’s body shows plainly the evi- 
dence of his night’s experience, and no one 
who saw him had any difficulty in believ- 
ing his story that he had been visited by 
whitecaps. His back bore red welts and 
black and blue spots. . 

So severe were his injuries that he 
called a physician to administer relief 
from his pain, and along with the man of 
medicine he summoned Sheriff Doane to 
alleviate his suffering feelings, 

It is stated that Leonard thinks he 
would be able to recognize one or two of 
the members of the party, and that he de- 
sires to have these suspects arrested. 


For Killing Alice Sterling. 

Boston, June 25.—The trial of Angus D. 
Gilbert, charged with the murder of little 
Syear-old Alice Sterling on April 10 last, 
was begun yesterday. The principal feat- 
ures of the day’s proceedings consisted in 
Gilbert's arrival at the court, the selection 
of a jury of 12 men from the traverse jury 
of 150 summoned for the case, the applica- 
tion for stay of proceedings on the part of 
the defense in the morning, and in the 
afternoon the presentation of the case for 
the prosecution by the attorney general's 
aid, Assjstant District Sughrue, and the 
subsequent testimony and cross-examina- 
tion of Dr. Draper, the medical examiner, 
witness for the prosecution. Gilbert ap- 
peared very cool and collected, not to say 
indifferent. 

Six Rouncs Were Enough. 

Boston, June 2%. — Dan Creedon of 
Australia and Billy Hennessey of Boston 
met here last night to settle the questiou 
of the middleweight pugilistic champion- 
ship of America. They were scheduled to 
fight 20 rounds, but only six were neces- 
sary. A few stiff left handers from 
Creedon, followed by a right swing on the 
jaw, knocking Hennessey out in the sixth 
round. He did not regain consciousness 
for 10 minutes. Creedon was overweight, 
tipping at 174 pounds to Hennessey’s 148, 
but the latter conceded the difference, 


Victory For Forelgners, 

NEWTON, June 25.—Pim, the English 
champion, and Mahoney, the Irish player, 
met Chace and Hobart in a tennis game 
yesterday. Both foreigners won. Ma- 
honey’s long reach gave him a-decided ad- 
vantage over his opponent. He was qui2k 
and decisive, and played a brilliant game. 
Pim fairly outclassed Chace at every point, 
losing what games he did lose by his own 
misplays. 

May Be Too Late. 

Concorp, N. H., June 25.—Governor 
Busiel yesterday issued a proclamation to 
the next legislature calling for an appro- 
priation of §1000, to be paid for the arrest 
and conyiction of the persons who rifled 
the safe of the state treasury recently. 
The proclamation was necessarily in this 
form, as the statutes do not provide for the 
direct offering of a reward by an official, 


Shooting Scrape at Augusta. 

AuGusTA, June 25.—Michael Burns, a 
local politician, fired two shots at Harry 
Hopkins, a liquor dealer, yesterday. One 
shot penetrated Hopkins’ sleeve. No 
wound was inflicted. The two are 
brothers-in-law, and the shooting is the 
outcome of a family feud of long standing. 
Burns was committed to jailin default of 
$10,000 bonds. 


Encouragement For Lowell Teachers. 


LOWELL, June 23.—The school board 
last night adopted a rule providing for 
tenure of offices during good behavior and 
efficiency for school-teachers who had been 
elected for three consecutive years and 
recommended for said tenure by the com- 
mittee on teachers. It was also voted to 
substitute paper for slates in the schools. 


Juvenile Temperance Work. 


Boston, Jype 25.—The International 
Institute of Juvenile Workers hegan its 


annual session in Berkeley Temple yester- 
day afternoon. There being no special 
>usiness to come before the institute, there 
Was some discussion of the proposed 
division of the juvenile pledge, and the 
institute adjourned till today. 


The Amesbury Strike. ° 

AMESBURY, Mass., June 25.—There was 
a big exodus among the Hamilton mills’ 
strikers yesterday. Twenty-five went to 
Manchester, N. H., 15 to Exeter, 15 to Lis- 
bon, Me., 10 to Fall River and 20 to Law- 
rence. A large party left for Waltham 
today. There is no other change of note 
in the strike situation here. 


“The Tramp Nuisance. 

NEw LONDON, June 25.—The suburbs of 
this city have lately been infested with 
tramps. County Sheriff Hawkins anda 
posse of deputies visited sne woods north 
of the city yesterday and captured 11 ap- 
parent vagrants, who had established a 
colony there. The tramps will be com- 
mitted to jail.

EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 


Dip any of the members of the City 
Council ever stop to think, when they 
grant locations to the telephone company 
to erect poles,of the expense the city is put 
tc? In the orders granting these locations 
it is stipulated that the top two feet shall 
be reserved for fire and police alarm wires 
of the city, and therefore nearly all of the 
wires of the fire alarm circuits are on the 
poles of the telephone company. 

When the telephone company is granted 
a change of location nothing is said in the 
order about its standing any of the ex- 
pense to which the city is put to change 
its wires and it amounts to considerable in 
the course of a year. 

Take for instance the new location 
granted on Hancock, Elm, Granite, Adams 
and other streets. The telephone com- 
pany is putting in new poles and on Han- 
cock street they are on the opposite side of 
the street from where they originally were, 
and the telephone company has put its 
wires inacable. The fire department has 
also got to change its wires, and in order 
to keep them clear it will be necessary to 
trim all the trees, let alone the time re- 
quired to shift the wires from one side of 
the street to the other. 

In order to do this it will require two or 
three men, and, as the fire department has 
only one man for that purpose, the others 
will have to be hired and the city will have 
to pay the bills. The appropriation for 
fire alarm is limited. 

The City Council should consider these 
things when it grants locations and should 
have aclause in the order that the com- 
pany to whom the location is granted 
should bear the expense of changing the 
fire alarm wires. 


In New York city telephone rates 
have been reduced one-half. Why is it 
that the New England Telephone com- 
pany still continues to charge such ex- 
horbitant prices. Our citizens should 
demand at once a reasonable deduction 
from old-time prices, or assist in starting a 
new company.

THE BRITISH CRISIS, 


Harcourt and Balfour Talk to Com- 
moners on the Subject. 


Probability of Early Dissolu- 
tion of Parliament. 


Government Majority In the House of Commons 
Has Fairly Vanished. 


LonpoN, June 25.—The house of com- 
mons was crowded with members and 
visitors at the opening of yesterday's sit- 
ting. Upon the appearance of Mr. Ban- 
herman, secretary of state for war, the 
Liberals gave him an ovation, The Irish 
menibers sat silent. 

Sir William Harcourt made a_ briet 
statement, saying that as the adverse vote 
on Friday was in effect a vote of want of 
confidence in the secretary of state for 
war, with whom the government had asso 
ciated themselves, they had therefore 
placed their resignations in the hands of 
the queen, who had accepted them, 

The government, he said, would hold 
office only until their successors had been 
appointed, and he, therefore, would move 
that the house adjourn; but it was indi- 
spensable before this was done that the 
Behring sea bill be passed in order that in 
might receive the royal assent. 

In quitting office, Sir William said he 
desired to tender to the gentlemen with 
whom he had had the honor of acting his 
grateful thanks for their constant and un 
failing support. He also desired to ac 
knowledge the courtesy which had in- 
variably been shown to him by his politi- 
cal opponents, 

Mr. Balfour appealed to the members of 
the opposition for an expression of their 
sympathy. Whatever they might think 
of the policy which has been pursued by 
the government, all of their political op 
ponents recognized the chancellor of the 
exchequer as the greatest orna 
ments of the house, and one who ever kept 
the dignity of the assembly in view. 

Mr. Balfour thought that the proper 
constitutional course to adopt would have 
been to dissolve parliament. For a gov: 
ernment in the position of the present one, 
to resign it was practically equivalent toa 
determination on their part to put the 
burden of office upon the opposition. It 
Was not in accordance with the tra 
ditions of the house. 

At the conclusion of the remarks of Mr. 
Balfour the Behring sea bill passed its 
third reading, Dr. Tanner alone objecting 
on the ground that he would object to the 
passage of any bill by the house while the 
Irish land bill was dormant. The house

The ground is _etting dry, 
but the pastures are still good. Hoeing is 
the chief occupation now, and some hay 
was cut.

A DEMOCRAT CHOSEN, 


W. F, Curtin Elected President ot 
Lowell Common Council, 


Deadlock of Six Months’ 
Duration Is Broken. 


City Business, So Long Delayed, Can Now 
Be Resumed. 


LOWELL, June 26.—The Lowell common 
spuncil deadlock is broken. William F. 
Curtin (Dem.) was last night elected presi- 
dent on the 10th ballot by the defection of 
two Republicans from their party associ- 
ates, in consideration of the great needs of 
the city for money with which to carry on 
public business. The meeting was pre- 
ceded by caucuses, as heretofore. 

After two ballots had been taken and 
no election made, Councilman Goward 
arose and said that for six months the 
council had been yoting to elect a presi- 
dent. The firemen, policemen and others 
were waiting for their pay, and every- 
thing is ata standstill. ‘I think things 
have gone on long enough,”’ he continued, 
“and I shall vote for some member of the 
opposite party for president some time 
this evening and break the deadlock.” 

His remarks were received in silence. 
A few minutes afterward, however, there 
was a very animated scene. Several slates 
were in danger. Councilman Garvey 
(Dem.) wanted a recess. So did Council- 
man Morse (Rep.). Neither succeeded. 

Finally Mr. Garvey said he should vote 
for Mr. Hartwell (Rep.). But the latter 
withdrew his name, and the Republican 
vote was so scattered that the 

Garvey Faction Couldn't Find It, 

Two ballots were taken in which the 
box was stuffed—that is, 23 ballots were 
cast when there were only 22 members 
present. 

Councilman Curtin then made a speech 
and a motion by which the members in- 
dividually passed up to the clerk's desk 
and deposited their votes. This stopped 
the ballot box stuffing, and the ballots 
from the fifth to the ninth went on, with 
the Republican vote scattered, and that of 
the Democrats alternately upon various 
of their members, according to the order 
previously agreed upon. 

By the ninth ballot it had become evi- 
dent that the Republicans were waiting 
for the turn of either Councilmen Curtin 
or O'Day, and when the 10th ballot was 
taken a shout from the committee room 

Announced a Chole. 
It was Curtin. He received 13 votes, 
Councilman Rivet (Rep.) 8, and Council- 
man Morse (Rep.) 1. Councilman Curtin 
was then declared elected and escorted to 
the chair, where he accepted the office in 
an avpropriate speech. 

It is uncertain whether he received two 
or three Republican votes. It was neces- 
sary that he receive two at least, assum- 
ing that all his party men voted for him 
according to agreement; but it is said 
that one Democrat voted for a Republican, 
and that his vote was made good by that 
of a third Republican. 

After the decision was announced the 
chair entertained a motion, which was 
passed, to preserve the ballots, and they 
were placed in the custody of the chair. 
The rules of the count and the joint rules 
were adopted. 

An order was passed for the payment of 
bills due and properly approved and a res- 
olution was passed under & suspension of 
the rules for a loan of $800,000 in anticipa 
tion of taxes. 

These three votes will enable money to 
be borrowed and the creditors of the city 
who have waited, many of them six 
months, to be paid. 


Dean Langdell Honored. 

CAMBRIDGE, June 26.— The Harvard 
Law School association yesterday held the 
most noteworthy of the nine annual 
meetings which have taken place since its 
organization. The reason for this was 
that the occasion marked the completion, 
by Professor Christopher Columbus Lang- 
dell, the dean of the school, of 25 years of 
service in the school, All the members of 
the association and the school joined in 
expressing their grateful recognition of 
the debt owed to Professor Langdell, not 
only by the law school, but by the cause 
of legal education throughout the Eng- 
lish-speaking world. 


Preachar Under Fire. 

KENNEBUNK, Me., June 26.—A council 
of ministers of York county Baptist 
churches was held here to investigate 
charges of falsehood and misrepresenta- 
tion made against Rev. W. M. S. Lowell. 
It is alleged that when he came here to 
accept a pastorate he represented himself 
as a pastor of good standing in the Baptist 
denomination, whereas, it is alleged that 
Mr. Lowell was deposed from the denomi- 
nation by achurch council at Scranton, 
Pa., for dishonesty and debt, and was 
therefore nolonger a Baptist minister. 
The case is not finished. 


Hurricane, Lightning and Hail. 
Norwicu, June 26.—A storm which as- 
sumed cyclonic proportions, accompanied 
by lightning and hail, struck Norwich 
yesterday afternoon C. H, Hulburt’s 
barn was demolished. Thomas Pearson 
was blown 200 feet. A.A. Maynard, Mrs. 
C. L. Swan and Abbie L. Hale were struck 
by lightning, but escaped serious injury. 
Theroof of the grand stand at the New 
London county fair grounds was blown 
off, and about 600 feet of fence laid low. 
Hail was drifted about the parks six inches

EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 


HAIL To Mayor Keith !—Daily Ledger. 

Mayor Keith says it is not hail that is 
wanted, but rain. 

Well, we are willing he should reign for 
afew days. The alumni of the Quincy 
High predict that the riot act will be read 
if any one drops a lead pencil. 


THE ACTION of the the School Com- 
mittee in appointing a committee to pro- 
vide additional school accommodations at 
West Quincy and Norfolk Downs, shows 
that there is pressing need of new buildings 
at these points. The School Committee 
has certainly given the city government 
sufficient notice that these buildings would 
be needed, and the delay must be to them 
aggravating. Rents may be more expensive 
than interest, while the acccommodations 
will be inferior and the progress of the 
pupils retarded, 


‘Tue Quincy merchants who recognize 
that the patronage of their customers is 
the measure of their prosperity are fully 
alive to the advantages derived from home 
consumption, and should be anxious to 
keep the money spent in the city in 
circulation where it will do the most good. 
Money put in circulation among the 
townspeople, and not spent outside of its 
limits, does some real benefit to the place, 
for our merchants receive the benefit from 
it, and in return they should gladly 
patronize such home enterprises as benefit 
them. This patronage of home industries; 
this pride ia local institutions, especially 
those which contribute wages to the people 
here, should be encouraged to the utmost, 
for the interest of one member of the com- 
munity must necessarily effect the interests 
of the whole, A dollar spent in Quincy 
benefits the merchants of Quincy. A 
dollar spent with the merchants, or in any 
line of business represented here, will 
bring back its full reward, and like the 
bread cast on the waters, will return, even 
afler many days. 


THE CHAIRMAN of the Committee on 
Sewers of the City Council informed the 
people of Wollaston that every citizen will 
have a voice in the settlement of details if 
the sewer act is accepted July 9. They 
may be given a hearing but this is not 
obligatory, and it gives them no vote, and 
they will be powerless to prevent the adop- 
tion of any system the City Council may 
think best. The LEDGER has previously 
advocated the reutal system, and is pleased 
that it has so able a champion as ex-Mayor 
Fairbanks. It would give the city a per- 
petual revenue from those who are the 
the most benefitted and would avoid a)! as- 
sessments, Which in many cases would be 
burdensome. In the case of the city of 
Marlboro, which has been quoted, the 
annual rental is but $4 to $6, Very few if 
any escape at such a low figure now, while 
it is not uncommon to pay $10 or $20, and 
some over $50 annually. 

The sewer act is defective if it does not 
admit of the rental system. It is defective 
in another particular, It compels abuttors 
to pay one-half the cost practically in cash, 
interest being charged if an apportionment 
is made. Yet the city takes forty years to 
pay the debt. If the bonds are equally ap- 
portioned, which we believe is necessary, 
but $100,000 will mature during the ten 
years, yet the abutters will have paid in 
$200,000 during this period. 

But Quincy needs a sewerage system, 
and it is not our purpose to delay the 
matter. The sewerage act with all its de- 
fects should be accepted, when it is hoped 
that the City Council will give some 
earnest thought to the method of payment. 
They will be relieved of all other details, 
as sewerage commissioners will be ap- 
pointed upon th’ acceptance of the act, 
who will have exclusive authority to con- 
struct, repair and operate all sewers,

CHAMBERLAIN'S HAND 


Plainly Seen In the Overthrow of the | 
Rosebery Government, 


Salisbury Undertakes Forma- 
tion of a Cabinet. 


Important Portfolios Already Tendered to 


Prominent British Politicians. 


LONDON, June 26.—It is officially an- 
nounced that the Marquis of Salisbury 
will be premier and secretary of state for 
forel-rn affairs. 

A. J. Balfour, first lord of the treasury. 

Joseph Chamberlain, secretary of state 
for the colonies. 

Duke of Devonshire, president of the 
council. 

Michael Hicks-Beach, chancellor of the 
exchequer. 

George J. Goschen, first lord of the ad- 
miralty. 

The other members of the government 
have not yet been fixed upon. 

Joseph Chamberlain, ‘Fighting Joe,” 
as he used to be called in parliament 
about the time he deserted Gladstone, 
sprung the t*ap which caught the Rose- 
bery ministry. Originally he was a 
Liberal, battling valiantly against the 
Tories under Gladstone, in whose second 
cabinet he was president of the board of 
trade. 

Chamberlain led the advanced Radical 
wing until shortly after the formation of 
Gladstone’s third ministry, in which he 
was president of the local government 


ment about to be installed. 

The Conservatives wanted a general 
election before taking control of the gov- 
ernment, in order to find out just how 
strong Chamberlain is with the people. 
Then they could gauge the amount of 
patronage necessary to be given to him. 

They calculate upon capturing a lot of 
Liberal-Unionist thinking that the 
members of the Libéral-Unionist party 
have been in the Conservative fold so long 
many, if not most, are ready to become 
straight-out Tories. It was just this sort 
of test that Chamberlain sought to avoid, 
it is presumed, by overturning the Liberal 
government as he did. 

, The New Premier. 

Robert Arthur Talbot Gascoigne Cecil, 
third Marquis of Salisbury, was born in 
1830, and married the daughter of the late 
Baron Alderson. He was educated at Ox- 
ford, and is chancellor of that university. 
He has been twice secretary of state for 
India and twice secretary of state for for- 
eign affairs. He was premier in 1885, and 
formed his second ministry in Iss5. He 
resigned in 1892, He proceeded to Con- 
stantinople as a special ambassador at the 
conference there in November, 1576, and he 
and Lord Beaconsfield in 1878 were the 
representatives of Great Britain at the 
congress of Berlin.

Balfour Related to Salisbnry. 

A. J. Balfour, the first lord of the traas- 
ury, isa nephew of the Marquis of Salis- 
bury, his mother being a daughter of the 
second Marquis of Salisbury and a sister 
of the present marquis. He 
1848, and was educated at Eaton and at 
Cambridge. He was appointed president 
of the local board government in 1885, and 
was secretary for Scotland, with a seat in 
the cabinet, from 1885 to 1887; he became 
chief secretary for Ireland on the resigna- 
tion of Michael Hicks-Beach in 15s7, and 
retained that position until 1891, when, 
upon the death of William H. Smith, he 
became first lord of the treasury and 
leader of the house of commons, retaining 
that position until 1892, when the Salis- 
bury governinent resigned. He was elected 
lord rector of St. Andrew's university in 
1887, of Glasgow university in 1590, and 
was elected lord chancellor of the Univer- 
sity of Edinburgh in 1891.

Advo- 
cating the continuance of the alliance 
with the Liberal party as Ireland’s only 
hope of redress, the manifesto appeals 
earnestly to Irishmen at home and abroad 
with which to fight their en- 
emies in the coming election campaign. 

A great deal of interest during the pres- 
ent crisis centers in the course which Mr. 
Gladstone will decide to adopt. His sec- 
retary, when questioned on the subject, 
said that the great Liberal leader dues not 
intend to issue a manifesto. He will re- 
main in town for a few days, and will 
then go to Hawarden. Mr. Gladstone 
spent the morning in disposing of an ac- 
eumulation of letters, and in the after- 
noon he visited the British museum.

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KENTUCKY DEMOCRATS 


Stow a Tendency Toward Advocating “Sound 
Money” Principles. 


LOUISVILLE, June 25.—In the Demo- 
cratic state convehtion here yesterday 
the silverites went into the district 
meetings in the morning and into the 
convention at noon with confidence, In 
the district meetings they were beaten 
two toone. They claimed four out of the 
11 district members of the «ommittee on 
resolutions, but the administration men 
claim that the committee stood eight to 
three originally against free silver, and as 
completed nine to four. The completion 
of this committee could not have been 
changed by the appointment of both mem- 
bers-at large frgm the silverites. 

Between Judge Breckner, as temporary 
chairman, divided the members-at-large, 
giving one of the twoto each side, the 
silver men felt that they had been out- 
classed, although they would not confess 
to being outnumbered. They claimed a 
victory in the election of Breckner over 
Stone, but after the former divided the ap- 
pointments equally on all the committees 
and announced his conservative views, Lo 
claims were made on him. 

Stone would have appointed only ‘sound 
money” men on the committees. Judge 
Breckner is a “sound money” man, but 
favored General Hardin for governor. Al- 
though General Hardin favors free coinage, 
he has been supported throughout by 
many who insist on a sound money plat- 
form. 

The feature of the day was the defeat in 
his home district of Senator J. S. C. 
Blackburn, for member of the committee 
on resolutions. by Arthur Yeager, & man 
of pronounced gold standard views, but 
who has devoted his time to college work 
and not to politics. 

Senator Blackburn aspired to the chair- 
manship of this committee, and expected 
to have a majority of its members with 
him for free coinage and against Cleve- 
land and Carlisle. 


TRAGEDY IN HIGH LIFE. 


Intrigue of Wealthy Parisians Leads to Suicide 
of Husband and Wife. 

Paris, June 26.— Mme. Carrie 
formally the wife of a Vienna banker 
named Balitzer. She employed M. Carre 
as counsel to obtain a divorce from Balit- 
zer. The acquaintance thus formed re 
sulted in her marrying Carre. The latter, 
however, had an intrigue with a married 
woman, whose husband threatened to get 
him disbarred from practice, 

Carre induced him to agree to a duel in- 
stead, whereupon the women informed 
Mme. Carre of the intended duel, with a 
view to preventing it. Carre entered the 
room While the woman was revealing the 
affair, and, gathering from his wife's coun- 
tenance that she was unlikely to forgive 
him, said that nothing remained but to 
kill himself. 

Madame replied, ‘‘Yes,’’ and rushed to 
the dressing room and seized a bottle of 
laudanum. Carre’s secretary, who fol- 
lowed, snatched the bottle away, and at 
that moment a shot was heard. Carre 
had committed suicide. He fell in the 
arms of his wife and secretary. His wife 
exclaimed, “I forgive you, dear. I love 
you,”’ and while the secretary was wiping 
the blood from Carre’s temples she took 
the revolver from her husband’s hands, 
rushed back into her dressing room and 
shot herself. Both died in a short time. 

M. Clemenceau states that he and Ber- 
nad de Rosne were to have been M. 
Carre’s seconds in the duel with his mis- 
tress’ husband. Carre had asked that the 
duel be postponed until Friday to enable 
him to put his affairsin order. His wife 
was passionately fond of him, and they 
will be buried in the same grave at a yil- 
lage near Troyes.

Combined Forces of Gomez and Maceo 
to Attack Puerto Principe, 


Garrisons of Two Towns Have 
Surrendered. 


News of Serious Disasters Which Have Over- 
taken the Spaniards. 


HAVANA, June 27.—It is reported that 
Antonio Maceo has succeeded in making 
his way from the province of Santiago de 
Cuba into the province of Puerto Principe 
at the head of a large body of insurgents, 
andit may. be his intention to join his 
forces with those of Maximo Gomez and 
make a combined attack upon Puerto 
Principe. 

Although the authorities’ here will not 
admit it, the situation of affairs in the 
province of Puerto Principe is looked 
upon as being most serious. 

With a large body of ineurgents under 
Maximo Gomez, burning towns and cap- 
turing forts a short distance to the south 
of the city of Puerto Principe, and with 
Antono Maceo at the head of another 
large body of insurgents, reported to be 
advancing upon Puerto Principe from the 
north, further and more serious news may 
be anticipated shortly. 

Two Victories For Insurgents, 

Owing to the restrictions placed by the 
government upon the transmission of tele- 
praphic news concerning the insurrection, 
only the most meagre details of the dis- 
aster to the Spanish arms are obtainable. 
It appears certain, however, that the gar- 
rison of El Mulato, in the province of 
Puerto Principe, about 30 kilometers from 
the city of Puerto Principe and capital of 
the province, has surrendered to Maximo 
Gomez, The garrison consisted of about 
25 Spanish soldiers under Lieutenant 
Becerra Romero, and they were quartered 
in a guano house, fortified with palisades 
and pierced with loopholes for rifles, 
The place was also provisioned and con- 
tained a considerable < of ammuni- 
tion. 

During the 


star 


unexplained absence of 


Lieutenant Romero, the fort was sur 
rounded by about 1000 insurgents under 
the command of Maximo Gomez. The 


latter sent a messenger to the garrison of 
El Mulato, announcing that he gave tho 
soldiers 15 minutes in which to surrender, 


with the alternative of being fired upon by 


the full insurgent force if they re- 
fused to do so. It is added that the 
soldiers were willing to fight, and were 


preparing to do so when Lieutenant 
tomero arrived at the fort, and his pres- 
ence being made known to Maximo, the 
latter sent him a second note saying the in- 
surgents had no desire to shed blood un- 
necessarily, and, therefore, the lieutenant 
was given five minutes morein which to 
surrender the fort and its contents to the 
insurgents. Thereupon, the lieutenant 
surrendered the garrison against the de- 
sire of his soldiers, who were most indig 
nant at being 
Compelled to Capitulate 

without firing a shot. When the garrison 
was in the hands of the insurgents, 
Maximo Gomez orderd the village of El 
Mulato to be burned, and after depriving 
Lieutenant Romero of his arms set him 
at liberty. 

The lieutenant was afterward arrested 
by the authorities of Puerto Principe, and 
it is thought probable that he will be 
promptly tried by court-martial and shot. 
Lieutenant Gallego, who commanded a 
garrison which was surprised in a similar 
manner while the lieutenant was in com- 
mand, was away. 

In addition the town of San Geronimo, 


situated about 15 kilometeres southeast of 
E] Mulato, has met the same fate as the 
latter place. It was attacked by the in- 


surgents under Maximo Gomez and was 
burned to the ground after its garrison of 
about 50 men had surrendered. In this 
case, however, it is stated that the soldiers 
succeeded in burying a great part of their 
stores of ammunition before the fort of 
San Geronimo was captured 1 theenemy. 

Advices which have reached here from 
Puerto Principe would scem to indicate 
that the city referred to is invested by 


the insurgents. Tuesday night firing 
Was constantly heard around Puerto 
Principe, and the military governor of 
that place has issued a proclamation 
forbidding any one to come into the 
towns or go out of them after dark, 
and no more than three persons are 
in future to be allowed to assem- 
ble in public. Finally, no one is to be al- 


lowed on horseback in the city of Puerto 


Principe after nightfall.

COLD WATER BANQUET 


A Feature of the Good Templars’ Con. 
vention at Boston, 


General Neal Dow Tendered 
an Ovation. 


Leaders In the Temperance Army Eat, Drint 
and Make Merry. 


Boston, June 28.—The banquet ex: 
tended by the grand lodge of Good 
Templars of Massachusetts to the officers 
and representatives of the international 
supreme lodge of the order took place 
last evening in Copley hall, and was a 
most successful affair. Plates were set 
for 1000 persons, and nearly that numbe1 
were present. 

The affair demonstrated clearly what 
some are disposed to deny, that a “cold 
water” banquet can be thoroughly enjoy- 
able and delightful. The feast of reason 
and flow of soul which followed the viands 
of a more material nature made the oc- 
casion one of the pleasantest in the history 
of the supreme lodge conventions. 

Willard O. Wylie fegmally welcomed 
the visitors in behalf of Tie grand lodge of 
the state, and introduced Brother William 
Leonard, P.G. C. T., of Salem, as toast 
master. 

Mr. Leonard extended a hearty greet- 
ing tothe Good Templars. Mr. Leonard 
expressed his regrets at the absence of sev- 
veral of the speakers, and then called for 
the firgt toast. 

Dr. Mann of Brooklyn responded te 
“The International Supreme Lodge.” Dr. 
Mann devoted himself mainly to a cursory 
review of the history of the order. He 
said it began its courtship in New York 
state in 1841, and was married to the cause 
of total abstinence in 1852. 

Since that time over 8,000,000 people have 
taken the pledge. Its membership includes 
people in every walk of life, lawyers, min- 
isters, tradesmen, soldiers, sailors and 
statesmen, includinga great many mem- 
bers of congress, and several vice presi- 
dents. 

John D. Baker first mayor of Beverly, 
responded to the toast ‘“‘The Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts.” He spoke of 
the early days of the order. 

Dow Heartily Welcomed. 

Neal Dow was next introduced as the 
“Grand Old Man” of America, the “Cap- 
tain of the Old Guard§”’ whose watchword 
was “Neyer Surrender.’’ At the call of 
the chairman, three monstrous cheers and 
atiger were given for Neal Dow. 

Mr Dow, in response to the toast of 
“The Old Guard,” began with a story 
about Mr. Rush, who, in the frigate Con- 
stitution, went to England on state busi- 
ness. The frigate on leaving met with a 
terrifle storm in the channel, The officers 
finally gathered on deck in despalr. The 
boatswain was asked for advice and 
bluntly counseled the hoisting of the 
mainsail, It seemed an almost mad pro- 
ceeding, but the ship got away into the 
open ocean and was saved. 

The tempe: ince cause is not in a very 
good state in his country, and especially 
in Massachusetts. What is needed is to 
hoist the mainsail on the prohibition ves- 
sel, in other words, to meet the enemy at 
the polls with Christian votes, squarely 
and boldly, and vanquish the liquor inter- 
ests there. 

Mr. Dow said that the Democrats in 
Maine once thought the people wanted 
prohibition repealed. Every effort was 
made, ané the usual elaborate campaign 
carried on. ‘When the election was held 
it transpired that out of 31 state senators, 
the Democrats did not elect any. That 
was an emphatic declaration that the peo 
ple of Maine «.id not want grogshops. 

When the Laine veteran stopped speak- 
ing, the audience refused to be quieted 
until he came out again and addressed 
them. 

In response to this hearty reception, Mr. 
Dow quoted from The Christian At 
Work, a statement that the liquor traffic 
only existed by the sufferance of the mem- 
bership of Christian churches. If the 
church members voted solidly against 
liquor, it would be wiped out at the first 
election day. 

More Toasts. 

Courteney Guild, in response to “The 
City of Boston,”’ brought the greetings of 
the mayor, and expressed his hearty sym- 
pathy with the work of the order. Among 
other things he said that there were no 
barmaids in this country. 

J. Turner Rogers responded to the toast 
“India.” He told of the introduction of 
the order into India by Rey. Leonard Hill. 

Willard O. Wylie responded for ‘‘The 
Grand Lodge of Massachusetts.’’ Before 
being allowed to speak he was greeted 
with three cheersand atiger. Joseph H. 
Malins of England responded for “Eng- 
land and the Continent.” 

Miss Agnes Sutherland of Scotland re- 
sponded for ‘‘The Sisters,” and Congress- 
man Nelson Dingley, Jr., of Maine spoke 
for “The United States.” W. B. Hannon 
of Jamaica spoke in behalf of his juris- 
diction, and told the story of his conver- 
sion while an English sailor. Mrs. 
Othelia Myhrman, in response to the 
toast, “Our Scandinaviati Members," said 
that there were 200,000 members of the 
order who could not speak English.

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THE POLICY OF PARNELL 


The Proper One for Irishmen to Fol- 
low, According to Redmond. 


Chamberlain Urges an Im- 
mediate Dissolution. 


Salisbury-Bannerman Episode Brings Forth 
an Apology From the Premier. 


Lonpon, June 28.—John Redmond has 
issued the minifesto to the Irish people, 
declaring that the Liberals quitted office 
without the slightest explanation to the 
Irish people, and with neither a promise 
nor a guarantee for the uncertain future 
norasuggestion of an apology for the 
shameless past. 

The lesson of all was clear, distinct and 
emphatic that they must revert to Par- 
nell’s policy and have a national represen- 
tation independent of all English parties, 
having regard alone to the Irish senti- 
raents and Irish rights. 

Chamberlain's Side. 

Mr. Chamberlain has issued an address 
to his constituents in West Birmingham. 
Its tenor is similar to that of Mr. Bal- 
four’s address. The new colonial sec- 
retary emphasizes the necessity of dis- 
solving parliament at the earliest time 
possible. He blames the Liberals for not 
dissolving parliament. He adds that the 
policy of the new government cannot be 
suitably discussed until after the dissolu- 
tion, but he declares that the Unionists 
are absolutely agreed, if the elections 
place them in power, to lay aside the wild 
projects of constitutional charge and de- 
structive legislation forming the staple 
proposals of the last government and to 
devote their principal attention to con- 
structive measures for social reforms. At 
the same time they will prepare to main- 
tain the defensive resources of the empire 
and to seek by all legitimate means to ex- 
tend British influence and commerce in 
the vast regions under the British flag. 
Mr. Chamberlain will make no turther ad- 
dress to the electors previous to his nomi- 
nation. 

Inquiries show that the appointment of 
Chamberlain as secretary of state for the 
colonies is met with great satisfaction in 
colonial circles. Chamberlain has always 
been favorably disposed towards the 
colonies, and recognizes the importance of 
strengthening and developing their re- 
sources. The various @lonial agents in 
London are making arrangements to visit 
and take leave of the Marquis of Ripon, 
the retiring colonial secretary. They will 
afterwards visit Chamberlain. 

The Salisbury-Bannerman Incident. 

In the house of lords yesterday Premier 
Salisbury announced that he hoped to ob- 
tain the queen’s consent for a dissolution 
of parliament on July 8. 

Lord Salisbury said the time had not 
yet arrived for a declaration of policy to 
be made in behalf of the Conservative 
party. The latter, he added, only had one 
policy at present, and that was to dissolve 
parliament as soon as possible. 

Iord Rosebery expressed surprise at the 
government declining to disclose its policy. 
Continuing, the ex-premier asked for an 
explanation of the Marquis of Salisbury’s 
strange proceedings in sending to Mr. 
Bannerman, the secretary of state for war, 


on Tuesday, for the seals of the latter's], 


office. 

The Marquis of Salisbury said that 
Lord Rosebery’s statement was _ incor- 
rect. What occurred was that after 
Friday’s vote in the house of commons 
he (Salisbury) thought it desirable to 
appoint a new minister for war forth- 
with, and therefore he sent to Mr. 
Bannerman to ask him if it was con- 
venient for him to deliver his official seals 
to the sovereign earlier than the other 
ministers, and if he did not desire the 
trouble of going to Windsor himself he 
could deliver them to his (Salisbury’s) 
private secretary. 

The Earl of Kimberley asserted that the 
Marquis of Salisbury had sent his secre- 
tary to Mr. Bangerman for the seals just 
as he would send a footman on an errand, 
and he thought the action of the marquis 
was extremely discourteous. 

In reply, the marquis said that if Mr. 
Bannermnn thought he (the marquis) had 
acted discourteously he begged to express 
his extreme regret for the occurrence and 
felt very sorry for it. 

Lord Rose’ ery accepted the apology of 
the Marquis of Salisbury on behalf of the 
late secreta. 7 of state for war, and the 
house adjour red.

‘FRISCO’S BIG FIRE. 


Many Dwellings and Business Houses Burned 
In a Few Hours’ Time. 

San Francisco, June 28.—Shortly be- 
fore 6 o'clock last night a fire broke out 
in the rear of the San Francisco box fac- 
tory, on the corner of Fifth and Bryant 
streets. The factory was a two-story 
frame building, filled with inflammable 
material. The flames spread rapidly, and 
it soon became apparent that a serious 
conflagration was threatened. A second 
alarm was turned in, upon the fire spread- 
ing to the Liberty sofa works, adjoining 
the other side of the block. 

Within a few minutes the entire east 
end of the block bounded by Brannan and 
Bryant streets was a mass of flames. 

Among the chief buildings destroyed 
were the San Francisco box factory, 
where the fire started, the Southern Pa- 
cific hay barns and warehouses, Heuler’s 
furniture manufactory, George W. Phel- 
an’s wagon and trunk manufactory, Cap- 
itol box factory, Fremont hotel, I. H. 
Small’s iron foundry, Vanderberg & Lewis’ 
stair building establishment, Commercial 
feed mill, Independent feed mill, Irwin F. 
Neihauf’s hardware store, August Stein- 
metz’ building, Becker & Hollman’s fur- 
niture factory, Custom feed mills, Gar- 
rick, Williams & Wright's box factory. 

Several firemen were injured by falling 
timbers, and three were overcome by the 
heat. When four kegs of powder exploded 
it was rumored that several persons were 
killed, but this is deemed hardly true. 

More than 300 families are homeless. It 


is impossible to penetrate the burnt dis- 
trict to look for dead bodies. It is not 
known that anyone was killed. St. Rose

CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOR. 


®epic For the Week Beginning June 30. 
Comment by Rev. 8S. H. Doyle. 

Torro.—Faith in God; what it is; what it 
does.—Heb. xi, 1-7, 82-40; xii, 1, 2 

In the close of the preceding chapter 
Panl’s great watchword, ‘‘The just 
shall live by faith,’’ has been quoted, 
and to prove that faith is the true prin- 
eiple of life a long and brilliant array 
of holy men and women of old are cited, 
and their wonderful achievements by 


faith are recalled. , 

The writer, however, introduces this 
array of witnesses by defining faith, or 
more particularly by giving a descrip- 
tion of faith, for, while virtually a defi- 
nition, yet these words are not in the 
stwict logical form of one. The faith re- 
ferred to is not saving faith in Christ, 
but is general belief or faith in God. 

Two statements are made here de 
scriptive of faith. First, it is the sub- 
stance or assurance of things hoped for. 
It makes the things hoped for in the fu- 
ture real to usin the present. It is a lay- 
ing hold of the future in the midst of 
the present, of the eternal in the midst 
of time. Second, faith is said to be the 
evidence or the test of things not seen. 
In the physical world we believe because 
we see; in the spiritual world we see be- 
cause we believe. The Bible has well 
been called the eyeglass of faith, for it 
is through it that faith sees, and faith 
itself is the eye by which we pierce the 
veil of the future and are convinced of 
the realities of the things that do not 
yet appear. Such a faith, one that makes 
the future as real as the present, though 
in a different way, is one of the best 
gifts that God can give to us. When we 
see what it does, we will believe this to 
be true. 

Faith in God explains the origin of 
this present world (verse 3). Human the- 
ories concerning the origin of the uni- 
verse are mere conjectures, eternal ex- 
istence of matter, the making of what 
is seen by what now appears will not 
satisfy human reason. But faith tells us 
that an all wise, all powerful, self ex- 
istent, eternal God has made the uni- 
verse by a simple edict of His will 
‘*By faith we understand that the worlds 
have been framed by the word of God.’’ 
Thus faith relieves us of the greatest 
mysteries in the universe. 

Faith in God furnishes us with the 
true principle of life (verses 4-7, 82-40). 
What was the ruling, acting, living 
principle of this long list of ancient 
worthies who ‘subdued kingdoms, 
wrought righteousness,’”? etc? It was 
faith. By faith all these things were 
done. Faith is still the only true prin- 
ciple of life. 

Faith unites us to Jesus Christ. This 
is saving faith (xii, 1, 2). Christ is the 
author and perfector of our faith, and 
by beginning and completing faith in us 
Christ unites us forever to Himself. 
Have we such faith in God?

Cultivate the True Spirit of the Gospel.

We shall not 
assume an air of superiority or of conde- 
scension, but we shall extend to them 
such courtesy and exercise, such gentle- 
ness and kindness, as we should wish to 
receive were the circumstances and con- 
ditions reversed —National Presbyte- 
rian.

SAILED IN THE RAIN. 


The New Gismonda and Sphinx En- 
tered on Friday in 


THE QUINCY YACHT CLUB RACE. 


Gleaner, Swirl and Sphinx the Prob- 
able Winners of Legs. 


The second championship race of the 
Quincy Yacht club was eailed off the club 
house Friday afternoon in a rain storm.

NEW AND THE OLD. 


Able Arguments in Debate at High 
School Graduation. 


VERY INTERESTING FEATURE. 


Resolved, That the New Education 
is Superior to the Old. 


The debate at the graduation of the class 
of '95 of the Quincy High school was con- 
sidered the best feature. Friday the Lep- 
GEE printed the opening argument of Miss 
Daisy Claire Bemis, and today gives the 
first negative by Miss Ellen M. G-eany, to 
be followed by the other arguments: 


Within the last few years there 
has been a general awakening of 
educators, and, in fact, of the whole 
thinking world, to a knowledge of 
the utter inferiority of the present 
system of education, as compared to 
that which is popularly known as 
the “old fashioned” system. It 
has been a happy awakening, one 
which may be a means of eliminat- 
ing many errors, and of taking a step 
backward to a surer footing. 


But in order clearly to understand 
and correctly to judge this important 
matter, let us go back one hundred 
years, and consider the methods of 
those times, the use of these methods 
and their final effects. 

Compare the debates in our public 
bodies with those of the period in 
which the constitution of the United 
States was formed and the Federal 
government begun, The comparison 
is far from favorable to the present. 
The earlier discussions were more to 
the point. Men knew better what 
they had to say, and much better 
how to say it. They had not the 
“benefit” of the so-called ‘“ad- 
vanced ” system of education. The 
language of their speeches was plain, 
frank and forcible. It was directed 
to minds by education, active, 
vigorous and sensible. The empty 
phrases of our political speakers 
were unknown. 

It is true that the American 
people of to-day are very different 
from those of a hundred years ago. 
A few millions settled on a narrow 
strip of land on the Atlantic coast, 
have become a mighty and mixed 
people, spreading across the con- 
tinent, the present population in 
some of the cities, being twice as 
great as the whole American nation 
when the constitution was adopted. 
Upon the schools in which this vast 
number of people is educated, or 
ought to be educated, much of the 
advancement of the country depends. 


To teach to think clearly, to reason 
logically and to judge correctly, 
should be the aim of any system of 
education. We smile in our com- 
placent superiority at the curriculum 
of the “three R’s,” with which our 
forefathers were content. Under 
such a system grew Washington, the 
Adamses, Webster, Clay, Lowell, 
Longfellow, Emerson-and a host of 
others. Has the present system of 
education produced any such states- 
men, or any possessing such literary 
genius ? 

In those “good old times” books 
were fewer, but were they not better? 
It was the custom to learn the con- 
tents, from beginning to end, and 
what was the harm? The book 
was memorized, and so made an un- 
failing source of instruction to the 
student. Now, we ignore such a 
course of study. As a consequence, 
we are able, after reading a volume, 
to recollect clearly little or nothing 
of what it contains, while the scholar 
of former days had every thought 
and every word at his disposal. 
Very usefully might we who aspire 
to a knowledge of so many subjects, 
and thoroughly learn so few, meditate 
upon the advice of Pope: 

‘* A little learning is a dangerous thing, 
Drink deep or taste not the Pierian spring.” 

Further, it is a well known psycho- 
logical fact that the more the memory 
is used, the greater will be its ca- 
pacity for retention. Are memory 
lessons useless, then ? 

Thus we perceive that the past 
has produced what we may justly 
term, ideal Americans. That the 
same may be said with such truth, 
of the leaders of our country to-day, 
is a matter of some doubt. “By 
education, most have been mislead,” 
Dryden tells us. That we have 
erred, in so far departing from the 
paths which they have trodden, is 
evident. Verily, we would better 
have content with the methods of 
our sires, if we fall short of them in 
results.—Ellen M. Greany.

All are willing to acknowledge that 
Quincy Point is attractive, especially in 
the summer season.

He was first master 
of a vessel at the age of twenty-one, and 
since that time has held a like position for 
some of the staunchest schooners, barques 
aod brigs.

Higgins, and it was from the last named 
he retired only about ayearago. He has 
coasted majaly on Pacific and Atlantic, but 
he has also made trips to South America 
and Europe. His last European voyage 
to Harve in 1878 afforded him an oppor- 
tunity to view the Paris Exposition in all 
its beauty. 

The captain is a very interesting gentle- 
man. Not only has he traveled much, but 
he has been a great reader and he has the 
faculty of imparting what he has seen and 
read in a pleasing manner.

NO CHANGE IN NAME. 


Decision of the Independent Order of 
Good Templars. 


Discussion of Other Matters 
of Interest. 


Grand Lodges Cannot Adopt Own Plans In 
Electing Officers. 


Boston, June 29.—Yesterday's session of 
the supreme lodge of Good Templars was 
opened in regular form by the right 
worthy grand templar. 

There was a long discussion on the 
recommendation of the committee on con- 
stitutions that the name of the body be 
changed to international lodge. Repre- 
sentative Sutherland of Scotland offered 
an amendmest naming the international 
grand lodge, while Representative Jones 
of New York made a plea for a return to 
the old name of right worthy grand lodge. 

On a vote being taken, the title inter- 
national grand lodge received 87 votes to 
59 for right worthy grand lodge. The 
question then came by jurisdictions as be- 
tween international grand lodge and inter- 
national lodge, as reported by the com- 
mittee, resulting in 88 votes for the former 
to 49 for the latter, and as it requires a 
two-thirds vote to change the constitution, 
the recommendation was defeated, and 
the 

Present Name Remains. 

There was another extended discussion 
on a recommendation of the committee on 
constitution to change the name of the or- 
der from Independent Order of Good 
Templars to International Order of Good 
Templars. This was also defeated. 

Recommendations presented by the com- 
mittee on constitution that no action be 
taken on the proposed amendments to the 
constitution prohibiting the holding of two 
successive sessions of the supreme body in 
one country, and against the introduction 
of the so-called Austrahan system in the 
election of officers, were adopted. 

At the evening sitting the consideration 
of the report of the committee on consti- 
tution was resumed. A change was recom- 
mended in the constitution, the effect of 
which would be to fermit the several 
grand lodges to elect their officers under 

Such Forms as They Might Adopt. 

The proposed amendment was brought 
forward at the Des Moines session two 
years ago, and came up at this time. 
The Massachusetts delegates appeared be- 
fore the committee and presented such 
arguments as to secure a favorable report 
in the supreme lodge. The discussion was 
warm and at times rather exciting. 

The delegates from Massachusetts made 
agallant fight for the amendment, and 
were Cefeated simply because the required 
two-thirds vote to change the constitution 
did not materialize. The vote, however, 
stood a tie at 63 each. The report was 
still being considered when the lodge ad- 
journed. 


MURDER IN FIRST DEGREE, 


Angus Gilbert Found Guilty of Kiiling Little 
Alice Sterling. 

Boston, June 29.—The jury in the Gil- 
bert murder trial retired at 3:50 yesterday 
afternoon and the prisoner was taken into 
the ante-room. At5:15 the jury reached 
a verdict, and the court was _ notified, 
When Gilbert was brought into court hg 
had great control of himself. After the 
jury had been polled the foreman declared 
Gilbert guilty of murder in the first de- 
gree. Upon hearing the verdict the pris- 
oner turned pale and the muscles round 
his mouth twitched, but otherwise there 
was no outward indications of the strain 
he was undergoing. Lawyer Duoherty of 
the defense asked for time to prepare ex- 
ceptions. 

Mysterious Doings. 

PROVIDENCE, June 29.—Medical Exam- 
iner Smith of Scituate has requested per- 
mission to exiume the body of Job An- 
gell, afarmer of Scituate, who died sud- 
denly June 14. Smith sets forth that An- 
gell, who died very suddenly did not have 
the services of a doctor. The services of an 
undertaker were not engaged and no fu- 
neral was held. As Angell was always in 
good health, and notice of death was not 
filed, the medical examiner wants to learn 
the cause of death. 


The Old, Old Story. 

SPRINGFIELD, June 29.—Two unknown 
Frenchmen yesterday represented them- 
selves as owners ofa farm and hired Gil- 
bert Barard as farmer. They induced 
Barard to draw $420 out of the bank, pre 
tended to putitina trunk, together with 
& supposed roll of $30,000 of their own, 
locked the trunk and left Barard to watch 
it. Barard watched for an hour and a 
half before discovering the trick. No 
trace of the men has been found. 


Made H.s Fingers Fly. 

Boston, June 29.—The Standard says 
that G. W. Green, a compositor on that 
paper, set up 15,550 ems solid agate in one 
hour’s time. There were only 24 typo- 
graphical errors in the proof. In measur- 
ing the matter, these 24 lines were de- 
ducted from the total amount set, making 
a record of 13,130 ems, which, The Stand- 
ard claims, makes Green the champion 
machine operator of the world. 


Maine Crops Saved. 

LEWISTON, June 20.—Rain has been fall- 
ing in this section of the state almost con- 
tinuously for seven days. While the 
weather conditions haye become very tedi- 
ous for many people it has saved the crops. 
After the rain had been falling several 

ays reports began to be better, and Maine 
now feels thousands of dollars richer than 
it did a week ago.
